The selection of Prof. William T. Harris 
for Commissioner of Education is credited 
to Secretary of the Interior Noble, who was 


an old friend of the professor when the lat- 
ter was in St. Louis. By those who know 
Prof. Harris his appointment is spoken of 
as one of the most creditable the President 
has made. It is understood that he is now 
in Europe. A friend who talked with him 
before he sailed reports that Prof. Harris 
spoke of the office of Commissioner of Edu- 
cation as one that an educator could not af- 
ford to ask for, and one that_could not be 
declined if it were offered. Prof. Harris is 
a noted educator and lecturer, and was for 
a number of years a resident of St. Louis. 
He subsequently succeeded Bronson Alcott 
as President of the Concord School of Phil- 
osophy, which position he now holds, 

William Grant, the newly-appointed Dis- 
trict Attorney of the Eastern Louisiana 
District, isa native of Illinois, a graduate 
of Knox College, and about tifty years of 
age. Le entered the military service dur- 
ing the war as Adjutant of the Ninety-tirst 
Illinois Regiment and was promoted to be 
Captain and Major. He was for some years 
on the staff of Major Gen. Stephen A. Hurl- 
but, and for aperiod Seeretary of Civil 
Attairs in the Department of the Gulf. 
After the war he settled in this city asa 
lawyer and acquired a lucrative practice, 
probably the most extensive in the Federal 
courts. For the past thirteen years he has 
been senior of the firm of Grant & Rouse. 
He married a niece of Cuthbert Bullitt of 
Kentucky and has four children. 

William H. Hart, who was_ to-day ap- 
pointed Third Auditor of the Treasury, is 
a banker of Frankfort, Ind., and is said 
to be an energetic, thoroughgoing busi- 
ness man. He was a soldier during the 
war, and is a member of the State Repub- 
lican Committee. ee 

nw 

A little over two weeks ago Madison 
M. Hurley of New-Albany, Ind., was ap- 
pointed Third Auditor of the Treasury 
Department. Monday, July 22, word was 
received at the department that he would 
be on hand to take possession of his of- 
tice the next Wednesday. ‘lhat day Mr. 
Hurley was at Deer Park, and he has not 
yet been seen in Washington. ‘To-day the 
President announces the appointment of 
William H. Hart, also of Indiana, as ‘Uhird 
Auditor, and it is given out that Hurley 
had been ottered such inducements to enter 
the service of a railroad company that he 
declined the oflice of Auditor. 

There isa strong suspicion in the Treasury 
Department that the real reason that Hur- 
ley did not take the Auditorship is closely 
connected with his record as Postmaster at 
New-Albany, which position he held as a 
gift from President Hayes, repeated by 
President Arthur. In October last suit was 
brought by the Government against Hur- 
ley’s bond to recover certain money alleged 
to be wrongfully withheld by the ex-Post- 
master. ‘Che Government’s declaration set 
forth that Hurley, as Postmaster, failed to 
account for all moneys coming into his 
hands, as wellas a large quantity of the 
public property of the United States, 
and that he did not _ taithfuliy 
discharge the duties of this oftice nor 
the trusts imposed upon him by law. Mr. 
Hurley’s answer was that in 1683 a con- 
tract was made with W. C. Depau to repair 
a building tor use asthe Post Office for 
$2,000, and that the rent of the building 
was to be $1,000. The deficiency alleged 
to be due was, he says, for rent paid under 
that contract. 

The issue has not yet been tried, and the 
eourts may tind that Hurley is not in de- 
fault. The Government helds that he is. 
These facts are known to the President, 
aud itis believed that Gen. Harrison in- 
formed Hurley that his accounts with the 
Government must be adjusted or that Hur- 
ley himself did not care to go before the 
Senate tor contirmation next Winter. 


In the long list of good offices distributed 
among the Republican *‘ boys” to-day is the 
Collectorship of Internal Revenue for the 
South Carolina District, which falls to Eu- 
gene A, Webster. This appointment has 
disappointed several anxions applicants for 
the place, and it is criticised by: a still 
larger number of South Carolinians. ‘The 
oider residents of the State and the natives 
complain that they are being neglected. 
Webster is said to have been “ raised” in 
the North, and it is asserted that only one 
of the South Caroiina people thus far rec- 
ognized by the President was born in the 
State. Fault is also found because the ap- 
pointments have been made from one small 
section of the State and nearly all from one 
Congressional District, while the larger 
number of white Republicans livein an- 
other part of the State, 


” 
The arrangements ior the President’s trip 
to Bar Harbor, Me., aud subsequently to 
Indianapolis, were completed this after- 


noon. The party to leave Washington to- 
morrow morning consists of the President, 
Secretaries Windom and Proctor, and Pri- 
vate Secretary Halford. The ‘party will 
start at 9:40 o’clock in a special car over 
the Pennsylvania Road, arriving in New- 
York about 40’clock, where it. will take the 
steamer Pilgrim of the Fall River Line, at 
5 o'clock, ter Boston, reaching there about 
7 o'clock. It will remain in Boston until 
the tollowing morning, and the President 
will hold a reception at the Hotel Ven- 
dome Wednesday afternoon. The party 
will separate at Boston, the resi- 
dent and Mr. Halfurd proceeding by 
rail to Bar Harbor and _ Secretary 
Proctor going to his home in Vermont. 
Secretary Windom will remain in Boston 
tor a few days looking into certain customs 
matters there requiring his attentiun, and 
will then return to Washington. Mr. 
Walker Blaine will meet the Presidential 
per at Boston and will escort it to Bar 

arbor. It is the President’s purpose to re- 
turn to Washington by Aug. 17, and he will 
make a short trip to they White Mountains 
on his way back, if it can be arranged. He 
willagain leave Washington Ang. 20 to 
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attend the army reunion at Indianapolis 
the 22d inst., and willleave there the fol- 
lowing morning for Washington.

law. Secretary Windom believed the en- 
forcement of the law had improved the 
public service. When asked if he did not 
think he was better qualified to select 
clerks, with special reference to the work 
to be pertormed, than any one else, he re- 
plied: “I would not have the time. I 
much prefer to be relieved of the necessity.” 

**Would you, with the responsibility of 
running the Treasury upon roee shoulders, 
select men, solely for political reasons, 
whom you did not believe qualitied if there 
were bo civil service law?” was asked. 

‘No, Sir, I would not,” emphatically re- 
joined the Secretary. ‘“‘Nor do I believe 
that others would do so to any extent. Cer- 
tainly no person fit to occupy any official 
position would do so.” 

Secretary Proctor thought the law had 
improved the public service, but said he 
had known very little of the service pre- 
vious to the existence of the law. He 
thought that if he were obliged to select all 
the clerks of the War Department he would 
have very litvle time for anything else. 

“In regard to my experience and feelings 
for the civil service law,” said Secretary 
Noble, ‘‘I can say that I endeavor to obe 
it, to the extent that I understand it wit 
sincerity. I shall continue to obey, the 
civil service law as far as I believe it goes, 
but Lam not inclined to surrender a single 
point to the commission on any pretension 
they may make,” ‘ : 

** Do you consider that the public service 
has been improved by the workof the Civil 
Service Commission ?” 

“JT do notfeel prepared to answer that 
question.” ; 

‘*You don’t suppose you are going to get 
Cabinet officers to answer those questions, 
do you?” was Attorney General Miller’s 
comment. ‘ Astor me, my business is to 
interpret the law, and I certainly do not 
want to discuss it.” ied 

Solictor Hepburn of the Treasury Depart- 
ment is making a strong effort to collect a 
number of old judgments in favor of the 


United States, and to that end is in corre- 
spondence with Marshals and District At- 
torneys in different sections of the country, 
urging prompt and vigorous action in the 
matter. There are about ten thousand of 
these judgments, aggregating nearly 
$35,000,000. ‘These cases are all old, some 
of them dating back tifty years, and most 
of them have always been regarded as ‘** bad 
debts,” generally because of the insolvency 
of the persons against whom they we ren- 
dered. The Solicitor is of opinion, how- 
ever, that at least a tenth of the amount 
may be recovered by energetic action on 
part of Government officers. Some of these 
cases are very interesting, there being one 
which showed that the Government seized 
and sold, among other things, twelve negro 
slaves, seven of whom were women, to 
satisty in part a judgment against a de- 
linquenf creditor. 


The resignation of Postmaster George H. 
Paul of Milwaukee has been accepted by 
Postmaster General Wanamaker. He writes 


to Mr. Paul that the investigations of the 
Civil Service Commission and an inspector 
had decided him to remove him, but his 
resignation had saved him that disgrace. A 
successor will be named as soon as possible.

SCRANTON, Penn., Aug, 5.—The fifty-acre tract 
of coalland owned by ex-Cashier Jessup of the 
late Scranton City Bank, and surrendered by 
him to help make good his defaleation to that 
institution, was purchased to-day by the Dela. 
ware and Hudson Canal Company for $100,000 
incash. The sale atsucha price caused some 
surprise, as the property is so small, and, being 
animproved, was considered by impartial per- 
sons as not worth half the money. 

There is a great craze for coal land ip this 
valley at present, however, and the Delaware 
and Hudson Company, whose works are situated 
close by, did not wish to see arival stepin. As 
soon a8 the purchase Inoney was paid an oper- 
ator named Ss. N. Stettler, whe was supposed to 
have sullicient ‘interest io the trust to prevent 
its sale, received $10,000, and he was promptiy 
arrested at the instance of Attorney Willara, 
who claimed that there were judgments amount- 
ing to $75,000 stunding against Stettler on ac- 
count of the old Amity Coal Company and other 
transactions. These claims Mr. Stettler denied, 
but be was held in custody this evening. The 
eutire affair, Inciuding the sensational sale and 
the arreat of Stettler, caused a good deal of ex- 
citement among coal men, put the bank de- 
positors are pleased.

tion is to hola Sullivan for the meeting 
of the Circuit Court in Marion County next 
Monday, which would cause him great incon- 
venience, and concludes by praying that 
Justice Campbell cause a writ to be issued, di- 
rected to Ufficer Chiles to have the body of sul- 
livan before hii at the earliest practicable time, 
to do and receive what the Justice might then 
and there think proper concerning him, and that 
he either be set at large or to give ball bona to 
appear before Justice Carter of Marion County. 

Justice Campbell then ordered Sullivan back 
into the custody of Deputy sSheritl Chiles and 
issued an order for his immediate removal to 
Marion County, to be dealt with according to 
law. Sullivan and party, under custody of 
Deputy sSberiff Chiles, lett at 5 o’clock for Pur- 
vis, Marion County. He was accompanied by 
his attorney, Judge Calhoon, and District At- 
torney Neville and Attorney General Miller 
Went along to represent tbe State. The posi- 
tion taken by Gov. Lowry before the 
application for a writ of habeas corpus 
was that Sullivan should be heid before the 
special term of the Circuit Court of Marion 
County next Monday, if he would not give bond 
to appear there. The position of Sullivan’s 
attorneys was that he should be taken immedi- 
ately before the Justice of the Peace before 
whom the atftidavit bad been made and who has 
jurisdiction to try the case, or that he be 
allowed to give bond to appear before the Jus- 
tice of the Peace. 

The effect of this decision establishes the ju 
risdiction of the Justice of the Peace to hear 
and finally determine all the cases growing out 
of the prize fight which have ieretofore been 
remitted to the Circuit Court for trial. It is the 
intention of all defendants in these cases to 
claim trial before the Justice of ube Peace, not- 
withstanding the bonds already given tu appear 
before the Circuit Court. 

Sullivan was quite a curiosity here, and was 
seen by a great many citizens. The largest pen- 
alty can only be $1,000, and not imprisonment 
atall, Several prominent citizens here tenuered 
their services a3 bundsmen to Sullivan. Bud 
Renaud this morning received tne following 
telegram trom Prof. Donovan in New-York: 

** Received the following telegram from J. T. 
Norris: Gov. Lowry withdraws all rewards 
tor either you or Muldoon. If somebody repre- 
senting’ Sullivan and Kilrain’s aiders and 
abettors will meet me at my residence in 
Springfield, Ohio, on the quiet, Sunday night, 
Aug. 4, I will give them some information that 
they will appreciate. Satisfaction guaranteed 
or expenses retunded, strictly confidentiai. 
Answer at Sprivatield. Bud, telegraph your 
advice on the matter.” 

To this Renaud replied as follows: 

* Pay no attention to Norris. He is a traud.” 

Norris was the detective who started out trom 
here more than two weeks since to arrest Kil- 
rain and party. 


KILRAIN ARRESTED. 
NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 5.—Jake Kilrain was ar- 


rested this morning on the beach at Ocean 


View by Detective Norris. He was taken back 
to Hanip ton, where he has been staying for sev- 
eral days. 





THE REPORTED OOTTON TRUST. 

FaLL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 5.—The scheme to 
buy up the cotton mulls of this city, and of the 
country as well, is looked upon by millmen as 
absurd. “A syudicate could gain nothing by 
purchasing a controlling interest iu cotton mills 
in the country, even if it were practivapble,”’ 
sald a well-known manufacturer to-day. ‘Lhe 
only possible object 4 trust of this kind could 
have in view would be to corner the market on 
cloth. As soon as that was doue the printers 
would build their own mills, or, if the syndicate 
torced prices high enuughb, English mwanufact- 
urers Would flood the country with goods. The 
idea is a ridiculous one.”’ 


Vice President George Sherman of the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, said yesterday that he was 
in consultation with several capitalists last 
week in regard tu the formation of a cotton 
trust and tuat his company had consented tuo 
act as the ‘Trustee of such a trust after the 
papers had been submitted to and approved by 
the company’s lawyers. 

Emerson McMillau, whose name appeared on 
the circular sent to the officiais of the cotton 
wills at Fall River, telegraphed to Mr. Sherman 
that the use of his name was without authority 
and that he was not connected with the scheme 
in any way. Mr. MoMillan is President of the 
Laclede Gas Compauy of St. Louis, 





THE SOHVOLSHIvP ST. MARY’S. 

NEW-LONDON, Conn., Aug. 5.—The New-York 
nautical schoolship St. Mary’s anchored outside 
of New-London Friday evening at 9 o’clock 
and came in Saturday, twenty days and twelve 
hours from Madeira, having sailed from there 
July 13. This is a remdrkably short run, it 
being the quickest out of a, dozen or fifteen 
passages which the St. Mary’s has ever made. 
she bad remarkably good winds. This year, 
instead of the usual calms, the trade winds 
only changed direction, hauling south as the St. 
Mary’s came north and blowing faster. From 
the time the ship ieft Madeira until she an- 
cbored she never stopped going on her course, 
and sailed over three thousand eight hundred 
miles. Every one is in good healt and work 
has gone along smoothly. She will remain here 
two or three days and then proceed to Glen 
Cove to give the boys their usual short leave.

PRISONERS KILLED LIKE SO 
MANY COAITLE. 
BEGINNING TO LOOK LIKE A WAR OF 

EXTERMINATION—HIPPOLYTE VERY 


NEAR PORT AU PRINCE. 





PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, July 28.—Légitime 
has been cutting the throats of prisoners in the 
market place, Hippolyte is advancing nearer } 
and nearer each day. Time and again the 
southern leader bas prepared for flight, but on 
each occasion the appeals of the people and the 
representations of his Generals have induced him 
to hold on a little longer. More than once the 
war has appeared to be on its last legs, but by 
some sudden exploit hope has again been raised 
in the breasts of the beleaguered inhabitants, 
followed by renewed efforts to stay the advance 
of the northern forces. Fear bordering on 
frenzy appears to have seized hold of many of 
Légitime’s soldiers. They refuse to stand 
fire, and it only remains for the contagion 
to become universal to enable Hippolyte to 
march unopposed into the capital of the sonth. 

The idea of offering quarter to surrendering 
troops bas long died out, and capture now 
means something worse than death. Hippo- 
lyte siaughtered eighteen men who fell into his 
hands the other day, and in retaliation the 


terrible scenes in the market place have been 
enacted. None of the inhabitants of Port au 
Prince expects the least mercy avcorded him 
should Hippolyte’s men ever force an entrance 
into the city. This thought has served to bring 
on a condition of mind little short of distrac- 
tion, and it now needs but the sounding of an 
alarm to throw the whole population of Port au 
Prince into a feverish excitement. Despair has 
seized hold of many of the people, while others 
await the end with indifference. The system of 
signals is vigorously observed between the 
American Cousulate and the Kearsarge and 
the Ossipee lying in the offing. The American 
residents feel comparatively safe, though they 
often take reassuring glances in the direction 
of the harbor and count for the hundredth 
time the guns visible through the open ports of 
the American warships. 

Hippolyte’s attack last Thursday succseded 
in carrying the earth works beyond La Coup, 
but here it stopped. His men at once set about 
digging trenches for the purpose of strengthen- 
ing their position. They also cutarvad for 
wagons and donkeys to traverse,which entirely 


protected the latter from the fire of the besieged. 
iy means of the Wagons and carts bo difficulty 
was encountered in the transportation of pro- 
visions and supplies to the front. 

No sooner did Hippolyte establish himself 
firmly before La Coup tuan he made another 
attempt to take this strong position. This was 
the first attack on the place itself since 
Légitime succeeded in driving him back py a 
surprise on his movements. The last attack on 
La Coup was apparently well planned, agd, so 
far as occupying the piace was coucerned, was 
@ success. But the barren state of the 
country round = about La Goup_ ren- 
dered it impossible to obtain supplies 
by foraging. As for conveying provis- 
ions from his main army to the position before 
La Coup, Hippolyte either deemed it impractica- 
ble or declined to give it a trial. Nosooner was 
a foothold gained on La Coup than Hippolyte 
drew off, and Légitime hurried to strengthen 
his position so nearly lost. The northern forves 
withdrew within their intrenchments, provis- 
ions were hurried forward to them, and a num- 
ber of Gatling guns aud mountain howitzers 
sent along tu strengthen them in the case of a 
counter attack. All along his front Hippolyte 
began burning brush and dwellings wherever 
found. Huge volumes of smoke vould be con- 
stantly seen from the olling before Port au Prince 
rising from the neighborhood where Hippo- 
lyte’s men were known to be encamped. such 
sights only adaed to the terror of the wretched 
people of Port au Prince, and it certainly did 
not tend to strengthen the nerves of the men 
guarding the defenses of the city. 

Hippoiyte after the second attack on La 
Coup made another feint, and under cover of 
this succeeded in pushing a considerable force 
ahead to a position on the left and northward 
of the city. The movement was effected and a 
lodgment gained before the garrisun of La 
Coup was enabied to offer the slightest op- 
position. 

The most important position now occupied by 
Hippoiyte is 41 mareh close to the city. This 
Marsh in most Diaces’is wet ground, but here 
and there are high spots which are quite dry. 
From this marsh the enemy is enavied to reach 
the city witheven small-arm fire, and it has been 
for the last few days the united object of Lé- 
gitime’s forces to dislodge the 500 men of Hip- 
polyte stationed on this low ground. With the 
exception of this detached force of 500 men the 
remainder of Hippolyte’s army is berore La 
Coup, and here they will probably remain until 
La Coup is forced and destroyed, 

July 21 La Coup and all the forts along the 
outer line of defense, and even close in toward 
the city, opened fire on Hippolyte’s main body, 
and kept up an active shelling for mauy hours. 
Occasionally a shot was sent trom tie forts 
inte the marsh, but the shelling of this latter 
position was intrusted to the gunboats almost 
wholly. Early in the day the Dessalines got 
out aepring, and, moving clear of the cval fort, 
took a good commanding position to shell the 
marsh. Aslong asthe Dumbardment on shore 
continued, the Dessalines was engaged, but 
throughout the most of the firing sne kept but 
one gun in action. The bumbardment began at 
7 A. M. and lasted until1ll A. M. At this latter 
hour some infantry forces were thrown out 
trom the auefenses and were svon engayed in a 
sharp skirmish with some of Hippolyte’s forces. 

The day ended without either side having 
gained any noteworthy advantage, though ihe 
early-attempted advance of Hippolyte was 
eftec.ually checked. Hippolyte himself was not 
engaged in this activnu, he having temporarily 
turned over the command of the torces to his 
nextin rank. Huippolyte’s great need is can- 
pon. Had hea few good pieces of artillery it 
would take considerable opposition to stop 
him, and to present any determined front is im- 
possible on the part of Légitime just at present. 
Hippolyte has a few heavy guus in the rear, 
but the rough state of the country makes it 
well-nigh impossible to get tbem to the !ront 
In the matter of artillery Légitime certaialy 
has the advantaxe. 

On the Monday following the bombardment of 
the beslegersa’ position Légitime ordered all the 
houses aud brush in his immediate front to be 
burned... He had found that such obstructions 
had injured bis tiring the day previous aud only 
served to give cover to the advancing ehemy. 
The smoke and tlame from these burning ob- 
stacles Dave continued up to the present writ- 
ing, and to judge from the area of smoke the 
whole country before Port au Prince must be 
ruined. 

Between the 21st and 26th the firing of heavy 
guns from tle region of La Coup could be heard 
every uoW aud again, the reports sounding at 
very regular intervals. On the 26th the Riviére, 
wu steamer chartered by Légitime, and the Pana- 
ma steamed out along the front of the marsh on 
a@ reconnoissance, and finally pushed their way 
into the mouth of a little creek at the extreme 
left of the low ground. No sooner did the 
Riviére gain this position than she commenced 
shelling the whole front of the ground beiore 
her. Hippolyte’s meu could be seen along their 
intrenched positions, and every once in a while 
a@ shell would drop very close to where they 
stood. Although the range was long, Hippo- 
lyte’s Men opened on the Riviére with a Gatiing 
gun, this being the only type of ordnance they 
were able to take into the marsh. The Panama 
opened fire soon after the Revicre commenced. 
One of the very tirst of the Pauama’s shuts was 
fired so low that the gas from the powder blew 
out the stern rail and tore up planking along 
the counter. The Panama immediately went 
out of action and repaired to Port au Prince, 
where she obtained a Gatling gun, which she 
mounted close alongside of the injured gun 
piatiorm of the firstgun. With this addition to 
her armament tho Pavama returned to the 
creek and opened fire on the marsh. ‘The forts 
along the water front joined in and a lively 
Tain of shell and smali-arm fire from the Gat- 
lings was poured on the position until dark. 

Some ot.the gheils, when they exploded, 
brought forth aseries of yells trom the marsh, 
of the meaning of which there could be uo mis- 
take. At tiwes Hippolyte’s wen could be seen 
taking up uear positioas, evidently to discon- 
eert the fire as much as anything eise. During 
intervals in the shelling the reports of heavy 

uns could be heard from the direciion of La 
Soup, it being apparent that Aippolyte’s furces 
thero were attempting to distract the attention 
of the forts from the marsh. 

Just before sunset Hippolyte ordered a charge 
on La Coup. His wen advanced with arusi, 
firing as they ran. Instead, however, of going 
right over the intrenchments, as they might 
have done, the whole line stopped on 
reaching some of the outer intrenchmenta. 
Légitime’s wen fled to the interiorof the fort 
at the first appearance of the attacking force, 





and for half an hour kept upa fire on pee 
lyte’s men gaibered below. At this momenfé the 


report was sent to Port au Prince from La Coup 
that it was impossible to hold out longer and 
calling for reinforcements. All the available 
men in the city were pushed forward, and with 
considerable impetuosity attacked Hippolyte. 
The latter beat a@ hasty retreat, carrying away 
with him eighteen of the garrison, captured 
during the first of the attack. Of these un- 
fortunate eighteen men some were shot on 
reaching Hippolyte’s camp, while others had 
their throats cut in the sight or ihe whole boay 
of troops. All were executed for the amusement 
of the troops. 

Spies reported this act of Hippolyte’s to 
Légitime, and the latter immediately ordered 
all the prisoners on hand to be taken to tne 


| market place, There were eight of them in all. 
; and, tied arm to arm, they were I+d, strongly 


guarded, to the open market. Here an im- 
mense crowd had collected, which was at a 
fever heat of excitement. One by one the men 
were gagged in plain view of everybodys, and 
then, with the utmost deliberation, their throats 
were cut like so many beasts, the crowd yelling 
vociferously as each man fell quivering to the 
ground. In the very middle of the killing one 
man managed to ungag himself and filled the 
air with the most piercing cries of fright. This 
Dieased the crowd so much thatthe gagsof all 
the remaining prisoners were taken out, and 
the cries of agony of the wretched men fairly 
rent the air. When the batchery was completed 
@ great yell went up from the crowd for Légi- 
time, and it was evident that the Southern lead- 
er had gained a point In the contideace of his. 
followers, The Captain of an Atlas Line steam- 
er and the American Consul witneesed the above 
scene and can authenticate it. 

The Americans here are not alarmed. Légi- 
time’s men are too badly scared to molest any- 
one. Hippolyte expresses great friendship for 
the Americans, and itis not thought any harm 
will come from the hands of his men should 
they force the city. 

The Kearsarge, since last writing, has been to 
8t. Nicholas Mule, Gonaives, St. Marks, and 
Cape Haytien. , On her return the Ossipee will 
go over the same ground. The Ossipee’s crew is 
worn out and physically broken down. It is all 
due to the nature of the service and want of 
exercise ashore. They have been cooped up for 
months during intense beat and have had little 
else than hardtack to subsist on. With the ex- 
ception of one month the Ossipee has been at 
Hayti since November last. In the athleticcon- 
tests between the men of the Kearsarge and 
Ossipee on the 4th the former won in neurly 
every instance, the Ossipee’s men not winning 2 
per cent, of the matches. This discrepaucy was 
due to the physical deterioration of the men on 
the latter ship. 

The other evening a command of eighty men 
attempted to go the rounds uf the works. The 
command wus surprised by the enemy and fired 
upon from all sides. The oflicer in charge was 
among the first to fall. The command immedi- 
ately attempted to escape by flight, but all were 
captured excepttwo. Tbese two hid in the bush 
and report that they saw their comrades shot 
down incold blood to aman. All of the capt- 
ives begged for mercy and hurrahed for Hippo- 
lyte, but not one of them was allowed to live, 
It looks as if the war is tu be one of extermina- 
tion, for, after the occurrences of the past few 
days, it means death to be captured by either 
party. 

All the otficers of the American ships go 
armed ashore, and it is only by the sight of 
their revolver butts that they command respect. 
In the North extreme courtesy is extended by 
the people to every representative of the Amer- 
ican Government. A

BARON DE PARDONNET’S PROCEEDINGS 
AGAINST THE PENNSYLVANIA CLUB. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Aug. 5.—Baron de Par- 
donnet, counsel for the French Cunsulate in 
Philadelphia, who demands of the Pennsyl- 
vania Club $3,700, which he claims to have 
lost at baccarat, to-day engaged Lawyers Heis- 
ley aud Morris to push his case. He says he 
is determined to have the money or close the 
house. Messrs. Marks & Jolly, the proprietors 
of the club, say that he never lost any such 
amount there and that they will not give upa 
cent. They say that, with the exception of the 
first night he played, he never lost over $20 at 
any time. The first nignt was July 3. Then he 
lost $600 at roulette. He gave his check for 
that. They have it yet and a note for $400 
which they say they loaned him, as he was 
embarrassed. 

But the Baron has invoked the offices of the 
Federal as well as the county authorities, and 
declares that he has been victimized. ‘The 
Baron’s course has not made him very popu- 
lar. He is called a ‘‘squealer,” who, if he has 
lost his money, deserves littie sympathy, as 
there was no power compelling him to play.

Ata meetinpg at the Standard Works yester- 
day the meu, who are nearly all National Pro- 
gressive mwivers, Unbanimousiy pussed a resolu- 
tion ignoring Lhe scale and agreementof last 
February. The latest works out are Leisenring 
Nos. 2 and 3, Jimtown, Calumet, Sterling, 
Emma, Warden, Pennsville, and Moyer. 

From the latest reports received here itis al- 
most certain that hut more than eight or ten 
works out of the seventy-six in the region will 
be working to-morrow. These, with the excep- 
tion of the Mammoth, are all small works and 
will pot represent over twelve or fourteen Lun- 
dred men.

street, last night would have been orderly to 
t he last degree. 

Assemblyman C iarles Smith, known as *‘Siiver 
Dollar’ Smith, fo.ind it necessary to gouge one 
of the eyes of Samuel Roberts. As Mr. Roberts 
was the only anti-O’Brien man who had nerve 
enough to cuallenge persons who were present 
ing ‘themselves for enrollment, his compulsory 
departure for medical aid wade everything har 
monious. The O'Brienites thereafyer enroied 
themselves without hindrance, excepting from 
confusing questions put to them by the Reor- 
ganization Committees from the Republican 
County Committee. 

Before 6:50 o’clock in the evening a throng 
gathered in front of Golden Rule Hall, and it 
was made evident to the reorganizers—Henary 
Grasse of the Twenty-third District, Robert A. 
Greacen of the Fifteenth, John R. Nugent of the 
Fourteenth, Henry C. Batty of the Tenth, and 
John Collins of the Fourth—that if they mere- 
ly wished to write down names they 
would not lack opportunity. ‘fhe police, un- 
der Sergt. Kass, marshaled the crowd, and as 
soon as the doors were opened directed itup 
stairs in single file, and then formed ,threa 
lines in the hall. Between the lines of Re- 
publicans anxious to identify themselves with 
their local party organization were John J. 
O’Brien, whom they ail gazed at with ad- 
miration and spoke to with joy; John E. 
Brodsky, “Silver Dollar’ Smith, Aiderman 
Christiau Goetz, Morris Isaacs—the last three 
are uncer indictment for bribery at the last 
election—Ex-Alaerman George Krause, Martiu 
Engle, ex-Detective Etienne Beyer, William 
O’Brien, John J, O’brien’s brotier, aud Jon L. 
O’Brien, his sou. They were ali proseut to sea 
that no injustice was done to the O'Brieultes 
who were desirous to enroll. In the ranks 
were Sawuel Ruoverta and Vusevedors Rual, vt 
auti-O'brienites, Who WisLed to help purge the 
Republican Party of the followers of O’Bricu 
and Barney Rourke. 

Roverts was apparently the more determined 
in bis desire. As svon as the vOvoks Were opened 
be began to chalienye. The first to present 
themseives fur euroliment were officers of the 
old Republican Asseciativn ol the wignth Dis- 
trict, the one that was formed in tie 
spring of 13838, and wus expelled from 
tue Republican county organization lash 
December. Roberts called attention lo 
them He challenged George Jenuson as 
oue who had voted for Vavid Bb. Hil. Johnson 
declared that ne voted fur Warner Miller, aad 
sv broke duwn the chailenge. On turther 
examination he admitted that be had beeu an 
e.ecuen district leader under tue former assvel- 
ation, Which admissi0u drew frum Clauirwau 
Grasse the declaration, 

“You ure challenged on behaifof the com- 
mittee and the challenge is sustained. You 
may appeal to the County Committee.” 

ix-Assewbiyman Brodsky ovjecied to this 
decision on tie ground that Jenuson Waa noG 
one of the delegates expelied (rum the County 
Committee. Lhe exroliers clung to their dvecis- 
ion, and sald that every Member of the Dis- 
trict Committee and every officer of tue oid 
assoClativua, a8 Well as the expeiled delexates, 
were imeligibie to recoguillon as Kepub- 
licun. They applied this rule to @ let of 
men, and then Samuel Rooverts presoniou 
bimself for enrollment. Brodsky craltengod 
him, charging Dim with Daving Vo.ed lor Cisve- 
laud. He denied the charge, anu was enrolled. 
He took his piace iuirout of the eurolung 
stand aud vegan to challenge iu a lively fasi- 
ion. He was sustained mainly vl the ruie 
adupted by the euroliers, He was veuion me 
weutarily by Julius simou on tue latier s dec: 
laration that he was not a district capiuin. 
but Simon had to admit that O'brien recentiy 
procured him a place under the Tammany bx- 
vise Board, sv he Was rejected a8 4 Democratic 
ottice holder. 

“That man’s district gave 150 majority fo: 
Harrisup. Is that the Kind of wan you rejcct?’ 
shouted Brodsky. 

“Silver Doilar’ Smith reached the desk a few 
minutes later, and iusisteu thut he was a yout 
Kepublican. Commiutteeman Collins was tu fa- 
vor of rejecting bim at vnee, but be auswered 
sutisfacturily Lue auestions put to hima by ile 
other inquisitors. He deviared that be was ot 
@membver of the old Kepublicun Assoviabion, 
At the time it wus formed be Was fpeiting 
O’Brien, aud he had run against its leaders 10 
1837 for the Assembly. 

“What?” asked Chairman Grasse, in the 
hope to entrap him. ‘Asa Democratic candi- 
duis?” 

No,” sneered Silver 
pendent Repuviican.”’ 

Several other O’Brienites having been re- 
jected on Samuel Koberts’s cuuiieuge, Henry 

Vanderwyck got to the desk. Kovberts objecied 
to Lim as the Captain of the vid O’Brien vur- 
ganization in the birst Election Diatrict.§ Van- 
derwyckK insisted that be had a ryht tu be 
enrolled. Some cuoufusiou occurred, anu 
the crowd pressed fvrward. Silver Doiiar 
‘uniih stood behind Roberts. Sonjething said 
X9DInd him Caused Ruverts to turn his head, 
and as he did it Smith stepped forward, aud 
quick as @ flash poked his right hand forward 
witn the fingers extended. One ot! the digits 
entered Roverts’s right eye and pressed it al- 
most out of its sucket. It was as Leata bit of 
gouging a8 Was ever done by that chawpion in 
the art, Mike Quigley of the Batiery, who pup- 
ulated an asyluw [or the blind. 

“Oh, my God! my eye is gone!’ 
Roberts. He became white as a sheet, aud 
almost fainted. Quickly recuvering, he shouted 
to Smith, ** You did thac! You bave pat out my 
eye.” The blued was ovzing out of .be orb, but 
was paruy checked by the sweliinyg that had 
begun almust immediateiy. Smith besitated for 
@ woment, and then shouted: 

**{ did it in self-detense. Iie stamped on my 
foot.” 

Chairman Grasse called for Police Sergeant 
Kass. Whleu le appeared he said be couid vot 
arrest Smith because he did uot see the assault. 
There were policemen all arunnd the enrvling 
desk, but, Strangely enougb, not one of them 
saw it. Smith departed ina hurry, and a po- 
liceman lei Roberts out for wedleal aid. 
oO’ Briep, Krause, aud Brodsky and their friends 
loudly prociaimed that Smith ought not to 
have burt Koberts. li Roberts had stamped on 
his tout he ought to have endured the pain in 
silence, they said, for he should have remeto- 
bered that he and his friends were in the posi- 
tlou of persons charged with wrong, and 1t bet- 
tembecume them to submit lo seme injury than 
give their enewies a good chance to support the 
Indictment against them. But after Reverts had 
goue there was novtber anti O’ Brien challenger. 
Theouore Rubi wisely Kept bebind the desk. 
His eyes are naturaliy weak and could not 
withstand gouging. ‘The O’Brien men were en- 
rolled rapiuly. Only such as admitted that they 
voted tor Hillor Hewitt or Grant were rejected; 
yet some who admitted even these lapses from 
Republican recuutude Mauve such siroug in- 
slsLance oa loyalty to the Republican national 
ticket that they were allowed to put their 
niéwes down.

SPOKANE FALLS IN ASHES 


THE BUSINESS PORTION OF 
THE OI11Y WIPED OUT, 
TWENTY-FIVE BLOCKS BURNED, IN- 
VOLVING A PROBABLE LOSS OF 
FOURTEEN MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 


SPOKANE FALL», Washington, Aug. 5.—The en- 
tire business portion of this city was destroyed 
by fire last night. Twenty-five blocks were re- 
duced to ashes, The estimated loss is $14,000,- 
000, 

The fire started at 70’clock in a lodging house 
on Railroad-avenue. The Fire Department 
came on the scene quickly, but owing to a lack 
of water.the fire quickly spread to adjoining 
frame buildings, and wes socn beyond control. 
The flames jumped across the street to the Russ 
House and the Pacific Hotel. By this time a 





strong wiud sprang up, and it was evident that 


the city was doomed. The flames spread with 
fearful rapidity. The firemen were powerless. 

Attempts were made to check the fire by 
blowing up buildings in its path, but it was use- 
less. From the Pacific Hotel the fire swept 
across First-street to the frame buildings in the 
next block, and soon it reached the heart of thes 
city. The block of two-story brick buildings on 
Riverside-avenue was easily carried away. 
From bere the fire communicated to the mag- 
nificent Hyde Block, a four-story building, tak- 
ing in the whole square between Mill and How- 
ard streets on Riverside-avenue. 

The fire next leaped across Howard-street, 
and in a few minutes the block between Howard 
and Stevens streets was a mass of red-hot ashes. 
The next structure to fall was the large Tult 
Block From there the conflagration went 
whirling through the solid blocks of four-story 
brick buildings, including the Post Office, be- 
tween Stevens and Washington streets. At 
this point the fire burned out from lack of ma- 
terial. 

From the place of origin, the fire had mean- 
while taken another direction, leaping across 
Sprague-street to the Opera House and thence 
over Riverside-avenue to Brown’s Bank; then 
both sides of the avenue were in flames. The 
buildings between Post und Mill streets were 
quickly licked up, including the Grand Hotel. 
From here the waves of flame poured into the 
adjoining square on the right, containing the 
Frankfort Block, the largest building in the 
city. The Frankfort cost $250,000. It with- 


stood the fire for some time, but finaily disap- 
peared. Ths Arlington Hotel was now en- 
Veluped in flames. Suddeniy a man was seen 
to jump from the second story. He arose and 
started to run down Howard-street, but was 
overcome by the heatand fell. Several people 
rushed tu bis assistance and carried him toa 
place of safety. He was a pitiable sight, hav- 
ing been literally roasted alive, the skin peel- 
ing off all over his pody. The unfortunate 
Man’s name was Charles Davis. He died at 
noon to-day. 

Northward was the direction taken by the 
fire from the Arlington. Lt consumed the block 
between Howara, Main, Front, and Stevens 
streets, buruing east as far as the latter thor- 
oughfare, When a vacant lot checked further 
progress in tuat direction. Everything in a 
portherly direction, including the Northern 
Pacitic express ofiice, the Union Block, and the 
Windsor Hotel, was soon a mass of flames. 

The river prevented the fire doing further 
dawage, and was the meaas of Saving all tie 
big fiouring and iumber mills. Three hours 
sutliced to Complete the awful destruction, 

The only business biock left standing in the 
city is the Crescent Building, which was saved 
py means of tearing down intervening buila- 
ings. 

Owing to the rapidity with which the fire 
spread scarcely anything was saved. Pro- 
Visions are scarce and will last only a short 
time. 

The City Council met this morning and ap- 
poluted a committee on relief. It was decided 
that provisions shuuld besent tor and the 
heedy supplied free. 

The Superintendent of the city water works 
was denounced by the Council for neglecting 
his duty, be being away at the time of tue fire. 
The big pumps were not connected, and asa 
result there was scarcely any pressure. Hud 
the contrary been the case the tire would have 
been easily got under control. 

The militia is out in foree and all persons 
Withuut passes are forbidden to enter the 
burned Gistrict. Five out of the seven banks 
Gestroyed were again doing business to-day, 
all being situatea in the Crescent Block, the 
only business structure left standing, 

Notwithstanding the exient of the calamity, 
the pevpie wear acheerful air and bear their 
losses bravery. Mary business men have al- 
ready siguitied their intention to revuild. 

Tne business district of Spokane was in a 
strip between the Northern Pacific Railroad 
tracks and the Spokane River. This strip was 
five squares across and extended about seven 
squares in length. It was solidly built ap with 
brick and stone structures, the cost of which 
varied trom $25,000 to $125,000. Ten banking 
houses, five hoteis, the Opera House, and many 
wholesaie establishments, doing a business esti- 
Inated at $500,000 each, were situated within 
the district described. 

The city possessed an excellent water works 
modeled atter the Holley system, with a capaci- 
ty of 9,000,000 gallons dally. 

As to insurance, the best information here 1s 
that no large amounts were carried. Buildings 
that cost $230,000 to $40,000 are known to have 
had but $9,000 to $10,000 insurance.

The city of Spokane Falls, which lies on both 
aides of the Spokane River, is situated near the 
eentre of the eastern boundary line of Wash- 
ington Territory, and north of the Palouse Val- 
ley, a plateau of vast size and immense agriculi- 


ural resourees. The location of the city was 
deterramed by the presence ofa series of water- 
falis, the largest ot-which, sixty feet high, is in 
thé centre of the city, while the whole fall, dis- 
tributed over a distance of half a mile, is 156 
feet. The capacity of the waterfalls is es- 
timated at 90,000 horse power, which 1s four 
and » half times thatof the Falls of 8t. Anthony, 

From the south bank of the river the ground 
ascends gently until it reaches a line of bluffs 
three-quarters of a mile away, on whose‘slope 
is the fashionable residence quarter. Froin the 
north side of the river stretches a plain for two 
milés north and several miles east and west of 
the falls. The principal collection of business 
houses is south of the stream—the saw, flour, 
pad woolea tills, which constitute the city’s 
pripcipal business, are situated on the river 
banks, from which streets from 75 to 100 feet 
wide atretch southward to the bluffs and are 
crossed by others running east and west. A 
peculiar feature of these streets, of which eight 
miles were graded duriug the past year, is their 
pavements, which are composed of the natural 
basaltic formation peculiar to the soil at this 
part of the State. 

Although not artificially improved, they are 
as bard aud even as the Beigian block vave- 
ments in Kastern cities. The blocks geuerally 





run 300 feet in length. Of these several hun- 
dred haye been laid out, but the greater number 
of them have as yet only a speculative value. 
The blocks more or less built upon number 
about one hundred and fifty, and of these about 
one hundred are well covered with buildings. The 
principal business part of the city lies between 
Bernard and Monroe streets, running north and 
south, and Railroad-avenue, running east.and 
west, and the river, forty-pine biocks in all, Of 
these, according to the early reports of the fire, 
about thirty have been swept by the flames, and 
as they include practically all tie city fire lim- 
its and considerable space outside of it, it will 
be understood that the nnest part of the city 
has been swept away. 

Many fine business blooks and individual 
buildings are included in the district reported 
burned, several of the blocks having @ Value of 
from $50,000 to $200,000. Among the more im- 
portant of these are the Spokane National Bank 

utlding, a handsome stone structure; the 
Jameson Block, Arlington Hotel, Pacitic Hotel, 
Tuii’s Block, Falls City Opera House, New-York 
Brewery, Western Hotel, United States Hotel, 
Grand Hotel, Chronicle office, Moore’s Block; 
Frankfurt Block, Washington Building, Eugie 
Block, Hyde Block, Central Block, KBialock’s 
Building, and Cannon’s Block. 

The Northern Pacific freight depot, situated 
on East Railroad-avenue, which was destroyed, 
was @ long, low structure reaching from Mill- 
Street to past Howard. The passenger station, 
a handsome brick building, was situated on 
West Raiiroad-avenue, between Lincoln and 
Post streets. 

The city had what it considered an efficient 
fire departraent and adequate water supply. 
The Waier was supplied by a direct-pressure 
systsin, two Holly pumps being used, with a 
capacity of 1,500,000 gallons per twenty-four 
hours. Six miles of four. to twelve inch 
water pipe were laid throughout the city, 
with forty-seven double hydrants. With a 
volunteer fire department or 100 men, 
an abundance of hose, a hook and lad- 
der truck fully equipped, and a pumping 
furce equal to throwing streams over the bigh- 
est buildings, the place was regarded as very 
secure from a large tire. Ail of the older buijd- 
ings in the piace were frame, however, and 
the fire, which broke out amoug some wooden 
lodging bouses on West Railroad-avepue, seems 
to have very svon got beyond the department’s 
control, 

The recent rapid growth of the city is shown 
by the fact that in 1878 it had no place on the 
map. Gazetteers published about this time 
mention it as a post village with a population 
of about 150. In 1883 the population was 1,000. 
A year later, in September, the Northern Pacific 
Railroad reached the place, and in 1885 it con- 
tained 3,000 people. Since then the city’s 
growth has been rapid and steady, and the 
population now is probably 17,Q00 and grow- 
ing so fast that 20,000 to 25,000 are looked for 
as the coming census year tigures. 

A railroad enterprise in which the city is in- 
terested is the Seattle, Lake Shore and Hastern 
Railroad, which will connect Spokane with 
Seattle, on Puget Sound, This road intends to 
build large machine and repair shops at Spo- 
kane Falis. Another road which is being built 
is the Spokane Falls and Northern, which will 
reach Colville, eighty-five miles distant, this 
year, and will counect the city with navigable 
water on the Columbia River by next year. 

Spokane Falls has five national banks and 
savings banks, with an aggregate capital of 
$1,000,000. Among the new buildings in course 
of erection during the present year were sev- 
eral new stone and brick business blocks, a new 
Jesuit coliege to cost $75,000, and a Young 
Men’s Christian Association building to cost 
$50,000. A two-hundred-thousand-dollar hotel 
and a fifty-thousand-dollar one are to be built 
this year or early next year. The capital for 
aimost all these enterprises is provided from 
tho East, Boston capitalists having made large 
investments in the thriving young city. 

Local insurance men were unwilling to give 

any opinion yesterday regarding the probable 
losses they sustained at Spokane Falis, They 
were agreed, however, that it was very gener- 
ally distributed. Mr. Samuel R. Weed, Vice 
President of the Liberty Insurance Company, 
Whose estimates at the time of the Seattle fire 
were borne out exactly by the figures ascer- 
tained later, said that it would be impossible 
before full reports of the fire were had to give 
any opinion regarding the insurance losses at 
tpokanue Falls. Companies which were said on 
the Street to have underwritten largely there 
were the Liverpool, London and Globe, Home, 
Continental, Niagara, German-American, and 
Phenix. 
It was said that the Liverpool, London and 
Globe had $200,000 involved, but this was de- 
nied at the office. The Home and Phenix Com- 
panies lose $40,000 each. At the other offices 
mentioned, it was stated that their business at 
Spokane Falls, belonging to the far West, was 
in charge of their San Francisco representa- 
tives, and, until they were heard from, the 
exact figures or even a reliable approximation 
could not be had. 





NOT WORRIED BY SCRUPLES. 





HOW LUMBERMEN KEEP BUSY AT THE 
EXPENSE OF THE STATE. 


One of the attachés of a periodical devoted to 
the lumber trade, in conversation with a TIMES 
reporter yesterday concerning the difliculties 
he encountered in obtaining news of the great 
lumber interests of the State, said: “It is ai- 
mostimpossible to get the representative of 
one of the great lumber firms to converse about 
what his employes are doing or expect to do. 
Itseems to be generally understood among 
them that they shall say nothing concerning 
the quantity of timber cut or where they cut it. 
This is particularly the case with the lumber- 
men who are interested in the Adirondack 
region. Last Winter I was anxious to print 
accurate statistics of the number of feet of 
lumber cut in our forests auring the season. I 


carefully prepared blanks and sent 100 of them 
to the leading menin the trade. Each blank 
would have requirei atthe most but two min- 
utes’ work to fill. What was the result? Why, 
of the 100 blanksI sent out scarcely 10 were 
returned filled out. 

“You ask me whether lumbermen confine 
their cuttings with care to their own property. 
They do not. They swarm over the forests of 
Northern New-York and cut ail the marketable 
lumber they can find. In the Adirondacks they 
are gradually working into the great virgin for- 
ests of the Adirondack township. They do not 
refrain simply because they are on State land. 
if they find a likely forest, where the trees may 
be easily transported, they do not hesitate sim- 
ply vecause the trees are public property. The 
only way to stop a lumberman cutting trees is 
to hang him. 

“ft was only a little while ago that a friend 
was telling me of an experience he had with the 
reticence of lumbermen concerning new prop- 
erty and the like. He was interested in a ium- 
ber paper and one of thestockholders happened 
to be a member of atirm which was part of a 
syndicate which bought up a great tract of land 
in the Adirondacks. The purchase was a very 
great one and, regarding it from a news stand- 
point, was an exceedingly important one. All 
his paper was able to prisct was ten lines, in- 
forming the world of the number of acres of the 
purchase and the names of the syndicate.” 5 

‘Do the seizures by the State of lands where 
taxes are Overdue have much inflrence in stop- 
ping this forest cutting?” was asked, 

‘The lumbermen are perfectly willing to pay 
the taxes on the property so long as it holds 
marketable timber, but when that is cut off 
they don’t care much what becomes of it. 
When the trees grow large enough to be cut 
down again, however, Iam afraid the Jumber- 
men forget that they do not still own the prop- 
erty, but go right on cutting as they did before,” 











THE CRONIN SUSPECTS. 

OnIcAGO, Aug. 5.—Judge Horton to-day set- 
tled the matter of the change of venue asked 
for by P. O’Sullivan, the iceman, by transfer- 
ring O’Sullivan’s case, together with those of 
all the other prisoners, from branch No. 1 of 
the Criminal Court, over which he ‘presides, to 
branch No. 2, presided over by Judge McUCon-

In doing this Judge Horton said that the 
statute which gave O’Sullivan the right to ask 
for a chanze of venue must not be used for the 
purpose of securing a separate trial.

IS THIS A BRITISH BLUFF 
ANOTHER OVERIURE FOR A 
YAOHT RAOB. 

THE ROYAL YACHT SQUADRON INTI- 

MATES THAT THE VALKYRIE MAY 


YET BE SENT TO RACE. 


It appears that the Royal Yacht Squadron of 
England has made another “ bluff’ in regard to 
sailing a race this Fall for the America’s Cup. 
Yesterday the following cablegram was re- 
ceived at the office of Commodore James D. 
Smith, Chairman of the ex-Cup Committeei ap- 
pointed by Commodore Gerry of the New-York 
Yacht Club to arrange for races with the Earl 
of Duuraven’s yacht Valkyrie: 

Cowzs, England, Aug. 4. 
To James D. Smith, America’s Cup Cummittee, New- 
York Yacht Club: 

Your interpretation of deed and suggestion that 
objection in our letter of June 27 cun be overcome 
alters case. Challenge holds good provided cup can 
be held subject to chailenges under Volunteer- 
Thistle conditions, and provided necessary exten- 
sion of time granted. Oable reply that Valkyrie 
May prepare, GRANT, 

Commodore Smith being outof town, the com- 
munication from the Royal Yacnt Squadron 
was sent to Secretary J. V. 8. Oddie of the 
New-York Yacht Club, who at once notified 
Commodore Gerry and as many gentiemen of 
the ex-Cup Committee as he could find, and the 
gentlemen met last eveningin the New-York 
Yacht Club’s headquarters, 67 Madison-ave- 
bue, When the matter was considered. The 
communication, coming as it does just on the 
eve of the aunual squadron cruise of the club, 
of which the Royal Yacht Squadron, or at least 
Designer George L. Watson, must be advised, 
carried @ suspicion of imsincerity with it, and 
in reply Secretary Oddie was otticiaily directed 
to send the following cablegram:

It is plain that the New-York Yacht Club, 
having given up almost in disgust the hope of 
arranging arace with the Royal Yacht Squad- 
ron, dves not intend to let any change of base 
on the part of the foreign club to detract from 
the interest or alter in any way the plans for 
its squadron cruise. The prospects are that the 
cruise will be the most interesting of any 
ever held by the New-York Yacht Olub. 
With the addition of the many new schooners 
and sloops the fleet will he the finest that ever 
has been witnessed in this country and the 
races Will be exciting in the extreme to yachts- 
men. If a special meeting of the club were to be 
called, it would be necessary to delay the cruise 
and there is no intention of doing this. All the 
yachts going are ready toreportat New-London 
to-morrow. 

Whether the Royal Yacht Squadron is willing 
now to admit the power given by the new deed 
of gift goveruing the America’s Cap to arrange 
races according to the conditions which gov- 
erned the Volunteer-Tnistle races is very doubt- 
ful. It is true that the deed on this point is 
very clear, and Commodore Smith, in his letter 
referred to in the cablegram to him, stated very 
clearly that if the cup should be won by the 
club challenging, such club would not be com- 
peiled to arrange a match under more favorable 
eonditions to a challenger than those under 
whicn it challenged, if the chalienger would 
agree to the conditions desired by the holder of 
the cup, 

Engiish yachtsmen claim to have other ob- 
jeciions to the new deed, as is sbown by last 
week’s London #ield, which aiso arrived here 
yesterday. In that paper Mr. Dixon Kemp, its 
yachting editor, sneers at the New-York Yacht 
Club, and says that ‘* the deed contains specitic 
conditions of & very onerous character, and if 
the Royal Yacht Squadron became the holder 
of the cup, would the New-York Yacht Club de- 
mnand on the part of a challenger that all these 
ouerous conditions should be suspended, and 
the match made easy for the challenger by 
‘mutual consent’? That is practically what 
the eowmittee of the New-York Yacht Club is 
now undignified euough to intimate they would 
do, and we should be very sorry to see any 
British club become party to any deed which 
places a challenger in such an equivocal and 
humiliating position.” 

Mr. Kemp says he knows what “mutual con- 
sent” means in New-York, and subsequent 
parade of the “ concessions made by the fair- 
minded Americans,” but he does not know what 
it would mean ou his side of the Atlantic. 

The iact 18, @ committee appointed by the 
Royal Yacht Squadron to consider the deed of 
xift pronounced it unfair and refused to allow 
the Karl of Dunraven to sail for the cup, and 
yachting men here will wonder at the sudden 
change of front indicated in the cablegram to 
Commodore Smith... 

According to Mr. Kemp, it is not likely that 
the Valkyrie will come to America this Fall 
unless she can sail against the yacht which 
would have been chosen to defend the America’s 
Cup, and thereby would be admitted to be the 
fastest yacht in America,

OLTIZENSHIP IN #RANOR. 





.& NEW LAW WHICH OLASHES WITH 


AMERICAN IDEAS. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Department of 
State has secured a copy of the new law on 
French nationality recently passed by the 
Chamber and gazetted June 26. The law 
changes the legal status of the large class of 
foreigners residing in France or born there, and 
will affect many American citizens. It deals with 
French citizenship and the right of domicile in 
France. It still maintains, as the old law did, 
that the son of a Frenchman is French 
wherever he may be born, but it makes French 
nearly all those born in France. As to the 
second point of the law, it is more restrictive 
than the old one and tends to force French 
citizenship on foreigners residing in France. 

The following are, by,the law, natural-born 
French: 


1, Those whose fathers were French at the time 
of their birth, whether bora in France or abroad. 

%. Those born in France, whose fathers were also 
born in France, although not French. Formerly 
they, could claim French citizenship; now they 
have ho option, but are made French citizens. 

3. Those born in France whose fathers were not 
French and not born in Frauce, if they reside in 
France at the time of their becoming of age, unless 
they then disclaim French nationality and prove by 
& certificate of the Government of their tather that 
they have retained his nationality. [Formerly they 
retained the nationality of the father unless they 
claimed French citizenship; pow they take French 
nationality unless they claim the citizenship of the 
tather.] 3 

From this 1t follows that the son of a natural- 
ized French-American who happens to be born 
in France is French; that the son of a native 
American established in Franee for business 
purposes is Freuch if he fails to claim his 
American citizenship at the age of twenty-one 
and if heis not supported in this claim by the 
United States Government; that the son of a 


Frenchman born in the United States is French, 
and sv on through genera!ions so born—a doc- 
trine which, if enforced by the other European 
nations, would make every uative born Ameri- 
can the subject of another country. 

French citizenship can be acquired by for- 
eigners as follows: 


First—By obtaining the right of being domiciled 
in France and after four years of such authorized 
domicile. 

second—By ten years of uninterrupted residence 
in France without having applied for the right of 
domicile. , 

Third—By marrying a Frenchwoman, and after 
one year of authorized domicile. 

Fourth—By rendering any important service to 
France and after one year of authorized domicile. 

Fifth—It born in France from an alien and not 
domiciled there, by claiming up toage of twenty- 
two French citizenship, and residing in France or 
by submitting to the French military laws. 

Sizth—Ita woman, by marrying a Frenchman, 
or through naturalization of her husband, if she 
sodes ires. 

Seventh—If a minor, by the naturalization of the 
father, unless he disclaims French nationality 
when coming of age. (In the old law it was the re- 
verse, the minor child ofa naturalized Frenchman 
had to claim French citizenship.) 

A Frenchman loses his nationality by obtain- 
ipg foreign paturalization, if he is released 
from all military obligation in France; if not so 
released, by securing the authorization of the 
French Government; by accepting an oflice 
Trom a foreign Government, which he refuses to 
resign if requested to do so by his own Govern- 
ment: by taking military service abroad without 
the authorization of his Geverument; if a wom- 
an, by marrying a foreigner. A consequence 
of this provision is that an American citizen of 
French origin, called to perform military serv- 
ice in France, can no longer be released by 
applying to the courts, which will be governed 
by the new statute. Another consequence is 
that no Frenchman can now be considered as 
having lost his original nationality simply by 
the effects of the laws of another country. Na- 
tive Americans of French parentage are not, 
therefore, Americans in the eye of the new 
Statute and are liable to military service in 
France, For the same reason minor children 
ofa Frenchman who acquires American citi- 
zeuship are heldto be not Americans but French. 

Americans doing business in France are sim- 
ply affected by stipulation in the part of the 
law applying to right of domicile in France, 
that all the permissiens of domicile given here- 
tofore will expire in tive years from the date of 
the present law and will not be renewed in 
favor of those who within that period have not 
applied for naturalization or been rejected, 
Many of the Americans engaged in business in 
France have acquired legal domiciles, but in 
five yearsfrom June 26 last they will either 
have to apply for formal naturalization or be 
liable to immediate expulsion, besides the diffi- 
culties and annoyances which await every for- 
eigner who has to appear in a French court of 
justice. 


NOLAN’S ALLEGED THEFT, 








A PATROLMAN HELD ON THE CHARGE 
OF STEALING FROM A CRIPPLE. 


Patrolman Michael Nolan of the Twenty-third 
Sub-Precinet, who was charged with stealing 
$3 50from D. E. Ladd of Schenectady, N. Y., 
in the Grand Central Station Saturday morn- 
ing, was arraigned for examination yesterday 
before Justice McMahon in the Yorkville Police 
Court. The hearing was somewhat noteworthy 
because of an argument between the magistrate 
and Elias G. Levy, counsel for the policeman. 
Levy presented an affidavit in which he de- 
clared that he had not had time to procure wit- 
nesses, and then asked to have the hearing 
postponed. When the Justice denied this he at- 
tempted to argue, but the magistrate stopped 
him, and then he declared the defense woulda 
take no part in the examination. 

Mr. Ladd testified to the circumstances of the 
theft, all of which have been published. Rounds- 
man Sullivan told of finding Nolan abusing Mr. 
Ladd and of the former’s arrest. Levy was 
asked by Justice McMahon if he had any ques- 
tions to put to the witness, but he declined to 
do so and demanded that his affidavit and the 
court's denial and nis exception be put on rec- 
oré. The magistrate asked him toswear to the 
afiidavit, but this he refused to do, because, he 
said, he had already done so before a notary. 
“Then,” observed the court, ‘it shall not go 
upon the record.” Lovy persisted but Was si- 
lenced. The prisoner was held in $500 bail to 
answer at the Court of General Sessions, 

Michael Martin, a Cigar dealer, then offered 
to go bail for Mr’ Ladd, but when Justice Mc- 
Mahon questioned Martin he ascertained that 
the latter had approached Mr. Ladd and had 
offered to go his bail. The magistrate, beliey- 
ing thatan effort was being made to get the 
cemplainant out of the jurisdiction of the 
court so that he could not reappear against 
Nolan, refused to accept Martin. The cigar 
dealer declared that he bad known Mr. Ladd 
for years, and the complainant pleaded that he 
should not be sent back to the House of Deten- 
tion, for such a course, he said, might endanger 
his life, his health was so delicate. The magis- 
trate at first refused to listen,but finally relent- 
ed, and the complainant was set free,

POSTMASTER GENF RAL WANAMAKER 
UNSEATED BUT NOT HURT. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—A passenger train on 
the North Pennsylvania branch of the Reading 
Railroad was run into by a “ wild” locomotive 
this morning, and several passengers were 
slightly injured. Both engines were battered 
up, and the smoking car and a combination car 
were also protty badly smashed. The passenger 
train was the one known as the business men’s 


accommodation, and is run expressly for gen- 
tlemen who reside at points along the road dur- 
ing the Summer and come into the city on 
business every day. It left Jenkintown, ten 
miles from here, at 7 o’clock. 

Postmaster Genéral Wanamaker, whose Sum- 
mer home is at Jenkinton, was in the rear car 
of thea train, and at the moment the accident 
occurred was engaged in conversation with a 
frtend. Both gentlemen were thrown. out of 
their seats and shaken up to a considerable 
extent, but sustained no injury. 

The engineer of the runaway locomotive 
states that the valves and throttle of his engine 
would not work.

MRS. MAYBRICK’S STORY. 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 5.—At the trial of Mrs. May- 
brick for the murder of her husband to-day Dr. 
MacNamara, ex- President of the Irish College of 
Surgeons, testified that in his opinion Mr. May- 
brick’s death was due to gastro-enteritis, and 
not to arsenic. Dr. Paul, toxicological exam- 
iner in the Victoria Universiiy, declared that it 
would take months to eliminate arsenic from 
the system if it were taken over twice; he also 
thought the symptoms in the case of Mr. May- 
brick accorded with those of gastro-enteritis. 

A chewist testitied that ladies often purchased 
fly papers for use as cosmetics. A hairdresser 
said that arsenic was trequently used by 
ladies to improve the complexion. Mr. Poole, 
ex-Mayor of Liverpool, testifie.! that in March 
lust Mr. Maybrick had told him that he took 
poisonous medicine habitually. 

bis concluded the evidence, and Mrs. May- 
brick then read her statement. In this she ex- 
piained the presence of fly papers in the house 
by saying that she had bought them for use as 
cosmetics. For many years she had used a cos- 
metic prescribed by Dr. Griggs of Brooklyn 
which contained arsenié. She had lost the pre- 
scription, and wishing to make asubstitute bad 
soaked the fly papers in elderfiower water and 
lavendar water, and had covered the vessel 
holding the mixture with a plate and a towel to 
exclude the air. ie 

“On the night of May 9,” she continued, 
‘after the nurse in attendance upon my hus- 
band had given him some meat juice, | went 
and sat by his bea. He complained of being 
very sick and depressed, and implored me to 
give him a powder. Earlier in the day he nad 
made a similar request, and £ had declined to 
administer the powder. But that evening I 
was overwrought, terribly anxious, and mis- 
erabiy unhappy. His distress unnerved me, 
and as he said the powder was harmless and I 
could put it in his rood, I consented to mix it 
with some meat juice which I gaveto bim. After 
taking 1t the deceased fell usicep, and appeared 
better on awakening. I was not anxious to ad- 
minister the powder. Afterward I placed the 
bottle containing the meat juice on the wasn- 
stand, where it remained until Michael May- 
brick, my brother-in-law, took possession of it. 
The day before my husband died [ made a full 
confession to him of a fearfal wrong I had done 
him, and received his forgiveness.” 

This statement caused asensation in the court 
room. . 


THE DEFEATED DERVISHES. 

CaAtro, Aug. 5.—Gen. Grenfell, commandor of 
the Egyptian troops who defeated the dervishes 
Saturday, telegraphs that he has made a recon- 
noissance and found thatthe battle has com- 
pletely broken the dervish army. Out of 
the force of 3,000 men which Wad-el-Jumi took 
into battle Saturday only afewremain. These 
are being pursued by Kgyptian cavalry, and a 
cojumn under Col. Wodehouse has goue to 
Abu-Simbel to head off the retreating dervishes, 
Every Emir in the dervish arwy save one 
was killed. The bodies of several hundred der- 
vishes and a large number of wounded, making 
1,000 in all, have been brought into Loski. Ref- 
ugees are arriving at thattown. The Egyptian 
loss in the battle was seventeen killed and one 
hundred and thirty wounded. Three Britisn 
soldiers were wounded, 

Sarras has been occupied by the British and 
Egyptians. Two thousand of Wad-el-Jumi’s 
followers submitted to-day. The troops return 
to Cairo immediately.

FEDERAL TELEGRAPH TOLLS. 


MR. WANAMAKER’S ANSWER TO THE 
WESTERN UNION COMPANY. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—A letter from Post- 
master General Wanamaker to President Green 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
dated Aug. 2, was made public to-day. The 
most important parts are as follows: 


DEAR SIR: Referring to your letters of July 11, 
16, and 27, which have been given to the public 
press through channels other than this department, 
&@nd in which you protest against any new rate for 
Government telegrams and offer various argu- 
ments to prove that the old rate of 1 cent a word is 
as low as your company can accept without loss, 
I beg leave to say: 

firsi—Your unqualified statement that “the 
patvileges and benefits derived by your company 
through the acts of Congress are purely imaginary,” 
and the companion assertion that your company 
has never “taken, a stone or stick of timber, or 
appropriated a toot of land belonging to the Gov- 
ernment” under such acts, are not sustained by the 
facts, Itisan undeniable fact that the telegraph 
companies, in accepting the act of 1866 aud after- 
ward the supplementary acts, considered they were 
kaining special and actual benefits which fully 
compensated them for the low rates intended to be 
granted to the Government, and the representa- 
tives of the Government likewise supposed that 
they were securing some benetits for the valuavle 
concessions being made to the telegraph companies. 
The telexraph companies not only accepted the acts, 
expecting substantial benefits would ensue, but in 
the case of the Western Union Tele raph Company 
notably great and conspicuous benefits have already 
accrued. Under these grants the company has 
claimed the right to use, without compensation of 
any kind as to right of way, all the highways ot the 
country, on the ground of their being pust roads. It 
has broadened this claim to the extent that the 
streets of cities and towns are also post roads, and, 
therefore, open and free to its occupancy aud use. 
The courts have sustained it in this claim. You are 
necessarily familiar with the Pensacola case, in 
which the Supreme Court of the United States de- 
cided that the Western Union Telegraph Company 
had rights which even the suvereign State of Flori- 
da could not annul, 

ihus, under the benefits of this act, instead of 

not occuping @ feot of public laud, as you assert, 
you are, in tact, occupying many thousauds of miles 
of post reads, aud are privileged to occupy all the 
highways in the United States. * * * in other 
respects your company ani other telegraph com. 
anies have secured substantial benefits from the 
s0verninent aud trum the public uuter acts of 
Copgreas, but these I have mentioned are chough, 
I think, to sustain my former reterence to the 
privileges and benefits given to you by the Gov- 
ernment, the value of wiich, in my jndgment, is 
beyond calculation, Conterring such great privi- 
leges and benetits upon you, the Government, in 
my belief, expected and ix entitled te receive not 
simply your exceptionally low rates to others, but 
even a lower special rate. 

Second—As to your question of the legal power 
of the Postmaster General to tix the rate for Gov- 
erDment messages I would only remark that such 
right appears to have been understoot by the pre- 
Vious Postmasters General as an official duty, aud 
their exercise of the right or performiuce of the 
duty has been generally and constanily uccepted 
and respected by the telegraph companies. in any 
event, 1 should say we may agree that the act of 
Congress at least imposes on the Postmaster Gen- 
eral the duty to name the rate and maintain it until, 
in @ court of inquiry, the rate has been shown to be 
unjust. 

chird—As to your qualified statement that no 
corporations have received a rate equal to the pro- 
posed Government rate of 1 mill a word. Your 
statement thatthe press assuciations are not cor- 
porations is hardly justified by the facts and is not 
material to the question. * * I do not criticise 
the press rate; it is not too low. It would be bet- 
ter, in my judgment, for the public, the press, and 
the telegraph companies if it were still lower. 
* * * | presume you mean that the Government 
has the lowest rate given to any single cus- 





tomer, its lowest rate being 1 cent a word 
for day messages aud % cent a word 
for night messages, Bat this charge is 


made not only upon the message itself, but upon 
the address and signature as well, so that for ten 
words in @ message and ten words in the address 
and signature the above rate is in fact 2 cents per 
word in the daytime and 14 cents per word 
at night. * * * While claiming that the Gov- 
ernment has received the lowest single-address 
rate, you not only atmit a lower rate to the press, 
but also plainly say that certain railroads or trans- 
portation companies are given “half commercial 
rates.” When it is considered that mm Govern- 
ment messages all the words are counted, 
the address and signature as well as the 
message, and in all other telegrams the 
message only is counted, is it not true 
that this half rate to such companies is at least as 
low as the Government rate, aud in some instances 
lower? * * * lam not speaking now, and do not 
wish to have confused with this part of the dis- 
cussion, the free service you give to railroads for 
certain free service to you. These payments I un. 
derstand to be tor rights of way, &c. More than 
that, [am informed your company, in many cases, 
actually pays large sums of money to railroads for 
rights of way, and it does not seem unreasonable to 
suppose that it would not be out of place for the 
telegraph companies to be expected to make com- 
pensation of some kind to the Government for its 
much larger concessions, which, in effsct, have se- 
cured to you the enjoyment, particuiarly in cities 
and towns, of much more valuable rights of way, 

fourth—As to your statement that no message 
can be carried and deliverea by a telegraph com- 
pany for less than 20 cents, without the service be- 
lpg done ataloss. The cost of telegraphic service 
appears to be a very difficult thing to ascertain defi- 
nitely. Perhaps in establishing the proper rate for 
the Government to pay, tnis subject may best be 
referred to a commission to ascertain the facts. In 
one of your letters you put the average cost of a 
message to the company in receiving, carrying, and 
delivering at 23 2-10 cents. In this cost do you not 
include large sums paid for rentals of leased lines, 
some of which are not nowin use, but only valu- 
able to youin removing competition, rights of way 
on railroads, and on other accounts, which are ob- 
viously chargeable to capital account, and not to 
operating expenses? Isit not true that, within a 
few years, and for several years in succession, large 
volumes of business have been handled by your 
company and other companies ata minimum rate 
of 10 cents a message, and did not this rate con- 
tinue until the Western Union absorbed the com- 
peting lines? The table of statistics given in your 
memorial to the Senate committee in 1888 shows 
that during the period of the ten-cent rate your 
company did not lose money, but made large protits. 
If this were possible then, and especially as your 
business has grown Very largely in volume since, 
it would seem that it might be practicable now. 

Taking all these facts into account, I believe that 
the Government has been paying for its telegraphic 
service more than any other customer giving you a 
like or approximate amount of business, and that 
within the period first named there has not been so 
great a reduction in the Government rates as to the 
general public and the press. In conclusion, I beg 
to remind you that in my letter of July 13,in an- 
awer to yours protesting against the reduction, I 
consented to your request for conference on the 
subject before any official order to the departments 
fixing the rate should be issued. I am yet La 
willing to entertain any reasonable proposition 
based upon the known facts. I have the honor to

STRIKING CITY POOL ROOMS.

ZO BE CUT OFF FROM COMMUNICATION 
WITH MONMOUTH TRACK, 


She Monmouth Park Association yesterday 
took along step and a strong step in the right 
direction toward crushing out the pestiferous 
city pool rooms, now numbering nearly 350, in 
miany of which business has been confined to 
the placing of bets at from 50 cents up on the 
horses racing at the tracks in this vicinity. The 
Monmouth Park people have decided that 
there shall be no communication by telegraph 
between the race track and the outer world 
after to-day between 1 o'clock in the afternoon 
and the close of the racing. 

This is astep that both the Brooklyn and Coney 
Island Jockey Clubs contemplated making in 
the Spring, but they dare not do it during the 


session of the Legislature for fear that some of 
the city povol-room proprietors would take re- 
-venge by securing the repeal of the Ives Pool 
bill, under the provisions of which alone can 
racing be successfally varried on in this State. 
The Monmouth peopie are not affected by the 
‘operation of that law, however, so they can al- 
ford to strike the blow. 

The pool rooms, with the facilities for ready 
money betting and the rapid change of money 
of} the results of the races in town, have un- 

uestionavly kept hundreds, and perhaps a 
thousand people from the Monmouth track 
daily, thus not only affecting their gate receipts, 
but materially interiering with the business of 
the track bookmakers who pay $125 a day for 
what they reasonably hold should be an exclu- 
sive privilege. People who caunot afford to go 
to the race track to do their betting cannot 
aifurd to bet at ail, and the sooner their facili- 
ties for nibbling at the racing cheese are cut off 
the better it will be for them. If they can af- 
ford to gamble they Can afford to go to the 
track to doit, where all possibie facilities are 
afforded, 

Solely from a monetary point of view the 
move will bea profitable one for Monmouth 
Park, 48 they will lose only the income result- 
ing trom the gale of the privilege to send out 
results to the pool rooms, which amounts to 
but $165 a day, and the Western Union Tele- 
graph Compapny’s payment for the exclusive 
right to serve the public from the track. There 
may be some slight inconvenience to the public 
Who wish (tosend private messages, but the 
greater good resulting to the Mmasees by pre- 
Venting them from gambling will more than coun- 
terbalance this inconvenience, It would have 
been @ Wixe thing had this rule been put in force 
before. The Moumwouth Park people will have 
a hard fight, however, for the city pool-room 
people are men of great resources, as the con- 
tnuance of their business in defiance ef the law 
eonciusively proves. They will use every pos- 
sibe method, fair or foul, to get the results 
from the track, and bervic measures will be re- 
gorted to by the race track managers, 

Mr. Enveman, President of the Brighton 
Beach Association, bas long contemplated sim- 
jlar action, and, encouraged by ‘this action of 
the Moumouth Association, be will also cut off 
his track from communication with the city 
rvoms. That would mean death to these dens.

THE WABASH TRAIN ROBBERY. 


STORY OF THE CONDUCTOR—A NOTORI- 
OUS BANDIT SUSPECTED. 


St. Lours, Aug. 5.—In an interview to-night 
Conductor Roach, the hero of the Wabash train 
robbery, sald: ‘*We left Kansas City last night 
at 8:20 o’clock, and this trouble must have 
occurred at 8:45, as néarly as Ican judge. To 
tell you the truth, I was so badly frightened 
that I don’t know aboutit. Anyway, justafter 
leaving Kansas City I started to go through the 
train to collect my fares, and just after passing 
Harlem I did my work in the St. Louis sleeper 
and started for the rear door on my way to the 
St. Paul coach, intending to take up the fares 
in that and the Des Moines sleeper, which we 
always bring out of Kansas City on that train 
and leave at Moberly, where they are picked 
up and sent North. 

“When I reached the door and opened it I was 
met by two men who had their faces covered by 
bandana handkerchiefs, and each one covered 
me with a cocked revolver. One of them stood 
on the platform of the St. Paut coach, facing 


me, and the other stood a littie to the right of 
the dvor on the platform of the St. Louis sleeper. 
As s00n as I opened the door the nearest to me 
said ‘Hold up your hands.’ 

“T thought that a couple of the boys were 
putting up a little game on me just for the fun 
of the thing, and I laughed ana made some jok- 
ing reply. Quick as a flash the fellow shoved 
the muzzle of his gun into my face and said in 
an ugly tone of voice,‘Hoid vp your hands, 
you —— —-, or I’ll blow the whole top of your 
head off.’ Idid not fancy that kind of talk, and 
without stopping to consider I let him nave it 
with my lamp. I believe the robbers were nov- 
ices, but I also believe they shot to kill.’ 

Itis given out on the authority of a Post 
Office inspector whose headquarters are in this 
city that the famous bandit and train robber, 
Black Part, was in St. Louis fur ten days prior 
to last Friday, and it is suspected that he had 
something to do with, if he did not direct in 
person, the train robbery near Kansas City last 
night. Part took bis meals at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick restaurant while in the city, and, accord- 
ing to the statements of the clerk of the hotel, 
he had * cords of money,” which he displayed 
ostentatiously and lost no opportunity to sur- 
round himself with mystery. He did not give 
his name. however, nor say what business he 
was engaged in, but attempted to convey the 
idea that he was a far West farmer. ® or- 
dered a large lunch at the restaurant Friday 
evening, and said he intended to leave the city 
by train, since when he has not been seen. It 
isnot known in what direction he went, but 
there is a strong disposition to connect him 
with the train robbery. 





TO KILL BY ELECTRICITY. 


MR. BROWN VISITS AUBURN TO LOOK 


THE MACHINE OVER, 


AUBURN, N. Y., Aug. 5.—Harold P. Brown, the 
electrical expert who has contracted to furnish 
the State the electrical apparatus for the exe- 
cution of the murderer Kemmler, arrived in the 
city this morning.. He went at once to the 
prison, where he was joined by his assistant, 
Mr. Davis, who came to Auburn Saturday. Mr, 
Brown and Mr. Davis went into the prison 
yard about 11 o’clock to begin the work of put- 
ting the apparatus together. 

Mr. Brown was seen this afternoon by a 
reporter. He said he came up to look the 
machine over and see that it was properly set 
up. The machinery is all in place, but it has 
not been belted up yet. 

“Do you intend to make any experiments 
with the machine?’ asked the reporter. Mr. 


Brown said that such was hisintention. He 
had expected to make them to-day, but was 
unable to do so because several scientific 
gentlemen whose presence was desired were 
unable to be in Auburn. It is the iInten- 
tion of Mr. Brown to have Dr. Carlos F. Mac- 
Donald, late Superintendent of the State 
Asylum for Insane Criminals, take charge of 
the experiments. Dr. Fell of Buifalo will also 
be present. 

Tbe experiments will be made upse animals. 
Mr. Brown said that he could not bein Auburn 
again for two weexs. The experiments will be 
conducted upon his next visit. Mr. Brown is 
sanguine that his machine will knock the life 
out of Kemmler in short order. He says that 
all the talk to the contrary is “rot.” 

“Why,” aaid Mr. Brown, ‘I have a list of 
ninety men who have been killed by running 
against the electric wires. Twenty-seven of 
these were killed by the alternating current and 
firteen by the Westinghouse dynamo, the ma- 
ehine to be used in the execution of Kemmler, 


Besides, six of these men were killed through | 


water-proof insulation.” 
Mr. Brown thinks that Bourke Cockran’s 
efforts to save Kemwmler will be useless, 


AMONG THE CHIPPEWAS. 


THREE MILLION ACRES OF THEIR LANDS 
TO BE SURRENDERED. 


BRAINERD, Minn., Aug. 5.—The Chippewa 
Commission arrived here yesterday. At Red 
Lake they secured the signatures of a large 
number in excess of that required. At White 
Earth the signing was almost unanimous. Thus 
tar the Indians have ceded between three and 
four million acres, containing the most valuable 
as Well as the most extensive pine forest in the 
Northwest. The Commissioners also secured 
for the lumbermen the free use of all streams 
running through the diminished reservation. 
some of the negotiations have been long and 
tedious, but universal satisfaction to the In- 
dians has been the result. The commission is 
on its way to the Leech Lake Reservation. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5.—The Indian Bureau has 
received from the commission appointed by the 
President to negotiate with the Chippewa In- 
dians in Minnesota for a relinquishment to the 
Government of a part of their reservation 
lands information that more than two-thirds of 
the Indians on the White Earth and Red Lake 
Reservations have sigued the articles of cession. 
The consent of the Leech Lake Indians yet re- 
mains to be obtained before the rights of the 
Government attach. These reservations con- 
tain, in the aggregate, about four million acres, 
of which it is estimated 3,000,000 acres will be 
surrendered to the Uuited States, the remain- 
ing 1,000,000 acres to be allotted to the Indians 
in severalty. 
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THE MEMORIAL TO MR ROE, 

CORNWALL, N, Y., Aug. 5.—The Rev. George 
P. Noble suggests that the memorial to the late 
Rev. E. P. Roe should be placed on the Boule- 
vard not far from its junction with the moun- 
tain road, almost opposite to the rear entrance 
of Mr. Roe’s lands, where stands at the present 
Ic is the largest and hand- 
somest stone in the neighborhvod, and is in the 
spot provided tor it by nature. 

The boulder is on one of the most delightful 
of drives, and rests on one of Mr. Roe’s favor- 
ite and most frequented walks. Dr. Noble sug- 
gests that a square of several roids in exteut 
should be purchased by thecommittee, inclosed 
by an iron railing, and the stone inscribed 
** Dedicated to the memory of Edward P. Koe,” 





ONE HUNDRED LITTLE SNAKES, 
Nyack, N. Y., Aug. 5.—During nearly the 
whole of yesterday afternoon large groups of 
people were seen in Midiand-avenue, this place, 
viewing something which was never seen in 
this locality before. It was a dead blacksnake, 


of unusual size, with a family of 100 little 
snakes. A young man named John De Groat 
saw the bulky reptile slowly crossing the 
avenue, and proceeded at once to kill it. Soon 
out of its body began crawling a lot of little 
serpents, and it seemed as if the string would 
never end. By actual count there were 100, 
and as they jay stretched out in rows they re- 
semblea so many lead pencils.

ONE HAOKMAN ACQUITTED. 


BEGINNING THE TRIALS OF THE ASBURY 
PARK JEHUS. 


Rep Bank, N. J., Aug. 5.—The adjourned cases 
of the Asbury Park jehus, who were summoned 
to appear to answer acomplaint made by Justice 
William A. Van Schoick, charging them with 
having violated the law by running their stages 
on Sunday between Deal Beach station and 
Asbury Park, eame up for trial to-day. The 
courtroom of Justice Henry J. Child was un- 
comfortably crowded. George Applegate’s case 
was the first called. He pleaded guilty to the 
charge and paid the fine and costs, amounting 
to about $15.

The counsel for the prosecutor, Robert 
Allen, Jr., disputed Corlies’s right to havea 
jury, and it was some time before the matter 
was settled by the Justice, who empowered 
Constable Frank Patterson to draw a panel of 
six men. Four of these were excused, buta

The first witness put on the stand was William 
Davison, baggage master at the Deal station. 
He swore that on July 14 Corlies’s stage landed 
passengers at the Deal station, and that Corlies 
himself held the reins. Judge Van Shoick cor- 
roborated this testimony, but on cross-examina- 
tion stated he was not positive that Corlies was 
on the stage. Corlies swore that he had not 
driven a stage on any Sunday during this season. 

Lawyer Reilly, Insumming up, contended that 
the running of stages on Sunday between As- 
bury Park and Deal wasa recessity, and, be- 
cause of this, was not a violation of the law.

REAL HSTATE AND PRAYER. 


WHY THE REV. MR. LANDAU SUES THREE 
RESIDENTS OF PATERSON. 


PATERSON, N. J., Aug. 5.—The Rev. G. M. I. 
Landau, formeriy pastor of the Elm-Street 
Presbyterian Church of Paterson, but of late a 
real estate agent, has instructed his counsel, 
Richard Randall, Jr., to institute a suit for 
$50,000 damages for slander against Dr. R. J. 
MoNair, James Bell, and Jeunes Crooks. Among 
the speculations in which the clergyman in- 
dulged, while still pastor of the Elm-Street 
Church, was the purchase of a drug store.

There is great danger that the commercial 
bodies and trade organizations of the city 
will embarrass the Mayor more than they 
will assist him in the selection of members 
of the committees to make preliminary ar- 
rangements for the World’s Fair.

There are plenty 
of evidences of more anxiety to promote 
some selfish end than to work in the right 
spirit for a successful effort to get up a 
great exhibition. This sort of thing should 
stop, and serious and public-spirited work 
should be done with a view solely to get- 
ting the best ability applied to this under- 
taking.

Postmaster General WANAMAKER, in his 
reply to the President of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, makes out a strong 
case in favor of a reduction of the rates 
charged to the Government for telegraph 
service, but it hardly justifies the swecping 
cut tol mill a word. No doubt the com- 
pany has derived many advantages from 
the Government for which there should be 
some return, aud the Government should 
have the benefit of as low rates as 
are givon to auybody. It might even 
require that the service be performed 
wiithout profit as a return tor favors and 
advantages granted tothe company. But 
it is difficult to see on what ground the 
company should be practically forced to 
perform service which costs it a good deal 
ijn direct outlay for nothing or next to 
nothing. If it owes the Government any- 
thing, it would bo better to pay it outright 
rather than to be put to constant and in- 
definite expense in servirgit. The West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company is not en- 
titled to much consideration, but in a 
business arrangement it should not be 
mulcted in expense which the public will 
have to make up any more than a railroad 
company. 











We recently pointed out that when the 
liquidator of the Panama Canal Company 
announced that he had sold te a syndicate 
the lottery bonds which he had offered in 
vain tothe public he refused to reveal the 
terms on which the sale had been made. 
Our dispatches of yesterday from Paris 
said that his action had confirmed the 
belief that the bonds still remained in the 
banks where they had been pledged. The 
Paris correspondent of the London Lcono- 
mist throws some light upon this last and 


apparently unsuccessfui attempt to raise , 


a little money for the bankrupt company 
or its creditors. Not iong before its 
failure the company undertook to borruw 
$144,000,000 by selling 2,000,000 lottery 
bonds (par $100) at $72 each, but only 
850,000 of the bonds were taken. On the 
20th ult. the liquidator tried to sell 357,- 
894 of the bonds remaining at $21 each. 
The bonds originally sold bore interest, but 
those offered on the 20th were not entitled 
to interest. The purchasers of them, how- 
ever, were to be entitled to lottery prizes 
and eventual reimbursement, the payment 
of prizes having been insured by the large 
deposit with the Crédit Foncier. It 1s 
stated that while the bonds were offered 
at21 “the advantages conferred by them 
' hed a value of only $12,” and that the

but “to redeem 436,200 bonds that had 
been pledgedjto a syndicate of bankers” by 
the company before it becane bankrupt. 
These pledged bonds appear to be bonds of 
the same issue that the company could not 
sell, and it is probable that the syndicate 
holding them is the syndicate to which the 
liquidator has sold or transferred the re- 
maining 357,894. Itis not surprising that 
the French people refused to buy the bonds, 
and thus to furnish money for the relief of 
these bankers who had foolishly loaned 
money on other paper of the same kind. 
But the syndicate can scarcely hope to 
make itself good out of the prizes it may 
draw. 


The intense “militarism” of the present 
Emperor of Germany has never been so 
ludicrously shown as in the honor which he 
has conferred upon the Queen by making 
her Colonel of the First Dragoon Maids of 
Berlin. Honorary Colonelcies have fora 
long time been customary compliments be- 
tween the sovereigns of Europe, the advan- 
tage to the royal Colonel, if he be a male 
monarch, consisting in the fact that upon 
suitable occasions he can sport the uni- 
form of the corps to which he is appointed. 
But that a young Emperor who has 
quarreled with his mother and all her 
relations should be able to devise no 
better means of reconciliation than 
by making his ‘*Most Illustrious Grand- 
mother” a Colonel of Dragoons will excite 
nothing but mirth outside of the military 
hierarchy of Germany,-where it will doubt- 
less be received with profound solemnity 
and admiration. The Queen has recipro- 
cally made the Emperor an Admiral, but, al 
though he would probably make at least as 
bad an English sailor as she a German 
dragoon, he can at least take the costume 
of the part, and did, in fact, wear ityester- 
day. Whereas the Queen in the uniform of 
a Colonel of Dragoons is an object which 
the most hardy imagination shrinks from 
contemplating. 








THE ADMINISTRATION AND THE 
CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


The Washington Post, conducted by that 
eminent advocate of the spoils system, Mr. 
FRANK HATTON, keeps up a continual 
onslaught upon the civil service law 
and is constantly assailing Mr. THEO- 
DORE ROOSEVELT for his efforts to have 
the law honestly administered. One ob- 
vious purpose of this special organ of the 
spoils system is to embroil Mr. ROOSEVELT 
with the appointing power and get him 
into trouble with a view to defeating his 
efforts and driving him out of the commis- 
sion. Mr. ROOSEVELT is not a man to be 
easily driven from his duty by the attacks 
of a blackguard, and we expect to see him 
stand up manfully for a thorough applica- 
tion of the law, within its clearly defined 
domain. He has sufficient courage and zeal 
to insist upon this, even if it should involve 
the necessity of directing his criticisms 
against members of the Administration 
itself. 

The Washington Post declares that Mr. 
ROOSEVELT has charged that the law is 
being evaded by the promotion of men from 
minor positions, such as laborers and mes- 
sengers, to the classified service, but that it 
is so evaded against his protest. It abuses 
him for making this alleged charge “against 
the Administration of which he is a'subor- 
dinate officer,” and for the apparent pur- 
pose of showing that the alleged charge is 
unfounded it prints interviews with sev- 
eral members of the Cabinet, in which 
they were called upon to reply to certain 
questions formulated by itself. But its 
declaration that Mr. ROOSEVELT had madea 
‘*charge” is a characteristic misrepresenta- 
tion. In the statement to which it refers 
Mr. ROOSEVELT was represented as “ad- 
mitting” that men had been appointed 
as laborers and then promoted, ‘ against 
his protest, but not in contravention of 
the law.” What he protested against was 
not a violation of the letter of the law 
but an evasion of ¥ts spirit and purpose. 
He was perfectly right in making the 
protest, and it is to be hoped that he will 
keep it up and put a stop to the practice 
which he condemns or make it hot for 
those who resort to it. The Post does not 
deny the evasions, and no doubt approves 
of them, but the Administration can hardly 
afford to pursue a line of policy regarding 
the reform system which would please Mr. 
Hatton. Nor can it afford to make the 
zeal and integrity of Commissioner ROOSE- 
VELT a reason for trying to baffle his ef- 
forts. 


We do not see how Mr. HATTON can get 
much comfort out of his interviews with 
Cabinet officers, either for the support of 
his own views of the civil service law or 
for the refutation of the ‘‘charge” that it 
has been evaded. Secretary WINDOM ex- 
presses his approval of the law, and 
declares without hesitation that it has im- 
proved the service. In answer to the ques- 
tion whether he doos not think that he is 
better qualified to select clerks for his de- 
partment than any one else, he gives vari- 
ous reasons why he could not doso with 
proper regard for their qualifications. The 
question ignores the fact that the clerks are 
not selected by ‘‘somebody else,” but pre- 
sented for appointment as the result of exam 
inatious which test their qualifications and 
exclude from choice those who do not come 
up to the proper standard of fitness. More- 
over, the most important purpose of the ex- 
aminations is entirely left out of sight. 
This is, of course, to avoid favoritism and 
tho making of appointments as the result 
of mere political pressure. The law is in 
reality a protection of the appointing power 
from the almost irresistible necessity of 
giving employment to unfit persons under 
the stress of political influence, and this no 
doubt Mr. WInDOM would have admitted 
if the questions addressed to him had af- 
forded the opportunity. 

Secretary PRocTroR was somewhat less 
explicit than Mr. Wrnpom, but he believed 
that the law had improved tho service and 





Faee it was a greatadvantnage to the head of 
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sity of selecting the clerks. He thought 
the repeal of the law would be a calamity, 
Attorney General MILLER and Secretary 
Rusk refused to say anything on the sub- 
ject, but Secretary NoBLE could not refrain 
from showing his hostility to the law and 
implying that he thought that the heads 
of departments could manage the busi- 
ness without help. He said that 
he should endeavor to obey’ the 
law to. the extent that he under- 
stood it, and so far as he believed that it 
went, but that he was not “inclined to 
surrender a single point to the commission 


on any pretension they may make.” This. 


very plainly shows that Mr. NoBLE regards 
the law and the commission as in his way, 
and clearly implies that it is not his in- 
tention to aid their purpose, but to carry 
out his own so far as the law will permit 
it. This is certainly a spirit that is cal- 
culated to lead to evasions wherever there 
is a loophole. 

All the Cabinet officers interviewed de- 
nied any knowledge of a violation of the 
law such as Mr. ROOSEVELT is said to have 
charged. To them it was represented that 
the Commissioner had said that he knew of 
violations by a Cabinet officer, and each said 
that he could not say, “I didit.” So far as 
we have been able to find, Mr. ROOSEVELT 
made no such statement, and in the alleged 
interview to which the Post refers editori- 
ally he said nothing like it. If Mr. RooseE- 
VELT does know of violations of the law 
by Cabinet officers or anybody else it is his 
duty to lay the facts before the President, 
and he has the courage and the zeal 
for reform to do it. It would be well for 
the country to know whether it is the in- 
tention of the Administration to apply and 
enforce the law honestly and faithfully or 
not, and it is the chief function of the com- 
mission to see that that is done, or let the 
country know why it is not done. 








HAWKINS AND HIS PRIZE. 


If grim-visaged war be still hovering over 
the waters of Alaska, the frown of ferocity 
appropriate to his wrinkled front must have 
given place to the chuckle of amusement 
about the time the Black Diamond arrived 
in Victoria, bearing her prize master as an 
involuntary passenger to that British port. 
We could wish that our disturbed Canadian 
friends might see the fun of the incident 
and abate their wrath, always an incon- 
venient emotion in dog days, and sometimes 
a dangerous one. A ‘seizure’ with such 
an ending can never become a satisfactory 
casus belli, even for the newspapers; and a 
court of arbitration with the picture con- 
stantly before it of JoHN HAWKINS, able 
seaman, lying contentedly in his bunk 
aboard the Black Diamond, reading the 
stories of Mr. HAGGARD, while his “* prize” 
sailed steadily away in a direction con- 
trary to his orders, would perhaps find its 
gravity upset too often to allow a proper 
discharge of its duties. : 

When Capt. SHEPARD of our cruiser, the 
Rush, bore down upon the unauthorized 
British sealer in ‘“ Alaskan waters,” some 
seventy miles from land, and boarded her, 
there could have been no reason to doubt 
that his intentions were of the sternest. 
The demand of his chief officer forthe Black 
Diamond’s papers being refused, the schoon- 
er’s strong box was opened with force and 
a@ screwdriver, and the papers, 105 seal- 
skins, some Indian spears, and 10 bags of 
salt were confiscated. -It was then that 
JOHN HAWKINS, able seaman, came to the 
fore. He was placed aboard the Black 
Diamond as prize master and crew. He 
was ordered to take the craft to Sitka, 
where the captor’s Court of Admiralty 
would pass upon theseizure, ‘Aye, aye, 
Sir,” replied HAWKINS; ‘‘ but suppose these 
noble British sailors make for Victeria in- 
stead of for Sitka?” There came no an- 
swer from the American commander. And 
loudly round the prow of the departing 
Rush roared the waters of the wine-dark 
80a. 

The acute Hawkins had, in fact, hit the 
nail on the head. The Captain of the prize 
did make for Victoria. His craw grinned, 
and Prize Master HAWKINS went below to 
forget his humiliation and stupefy his mind 
with the works of Mr. HAGGARD. It cannot 
be denied that this behavior on the part of 
the Captain of the Black Diamond raises 
some puzzling questions. Has his defiance 
of the prize master rendered his schooner 
subject to the condemnation of the Ad- 
miralty Court, even if she be judged inno- 
cent of illegal sealing, or her capture be 
declared improper? Does his successful 
resistance to the will of HAWKINS consti- 
tute a rescue and present a case for salvage 
to be paid to him and his crew by the own- 
ers of the vessel? Has he given our Goy- 
ernment an opportunity to demand of Great 
Britain the restoration of the vessel, as was 
done in the case of the blockade runner 
Emily St. Pierre,on the ground that her 
recapture by her own crew was a Violation 
of the law of nations? 

All these questions may be hard to an- 
swer, but as to questions concerning the 
intentions of the Captain of the Rush and 
his expectations as to the successof Haw- 
KINS there is no difficulty whatever. It is 
plain that Capt. SHEPARD intended and de- 
sired that his prize should escape. That 
was, doubtless, the prudent course. To 
have invoked an Admiralty decision upon 
his act of seizure would have imposed upon 
the court the duty of interpreting the 
words, ‘‘ the waters of Alaska”—a responsi- 
bility which we may well believe that the 
Administration at Washington would be 
extremely reluctant to have the Sitka 
court assume. The Black Diamond was 
driven from the sealing waters and her 
skins were seized. The main object of the 
Captain was thus easily accomplished. If the 
Government of Great Britain, content with 
the recapture of the schooner, should neglect 
to demand reparation, the Hush would in- 
deed come off cheaply ina perilous venture. 

We have said that this is a prudent 
course. It is not a safe one, however, 
for a successful rescue does not exten- 
uate an illegal seizure, and Great Britain 
may yet call us to account for applying 
to her ships our indefensible theory of ju- 
risdiction over Alaskan waters. Nor does 
this indirect surrender of the Black Diamond 
seom to justify the remark of the Tribune 
that “the new Administration has taken

Tribune’s observation that *‘ the command- 
er of the revenue cutter Rush received epen 
instructions this year which were not 
countermanded by secret orders.” The 
obvious inference from the behavior of 
the commander of the Rush is that his 
open orders were countermanded by secret 
orders directing him to avoid raising the 
troublesome question of jurisdiction over the 
waters of Behring Sea. When Mr. BAYARD 
attempted to maintain our authority over 
those waters the British vessels Zhornion, On- 
ward, and Carolena were seized and con- 
demned by the court. When, as may be as- 
sumed, ne concluded that aclaim we had con- 
tested when made by Russia could not beset 
up by ourselvesin respect to thesame waters, 
he refrained altogether from seizures. That 
course seems to us to be equally honorable, 
and quite as spirited as the performance 
Capt. SHEPARD has now been compelled to 
go through, and far less farcical. When a 
Government enforces a doubtful claim just 
far enough to secure the benefits it covets, 
while contriving to evade the responsibili- 
ties it dreads, its conduct can scarcely be 
called honorable or spirited. 








THE CARBONATE RING’S DEMAND. 

Some weeks ago a vociferous Republican 
paper in Montana professed to have private 
information that the Treasury ruling con- 
cerning the importation of silver-lead flux- 
ing ores from Mexico would soon be re- 
versed by Secretary WINDOM, in response to 
the demands of the carbonate ring. Since 
the new instructions relating to the inspec- 
tion and sampling of these ores were issued 
this journal has become impatient and even 
angry with the Administration, because it 
suspects that its ‘‘ early information” was 
not trustworthy, and as it professes to rep- 
resent the opinions of the Republican Party 
in Montana, some of its remarks are inter- 
esting at this time. We quote from the 
Butte Inter Mountain: 


“The men of the Wert will not be satisfied 
until the ruling is reversed. Itis broadly inti- 
mated that Steve ELKINS is interested in pre- 
venting the reversal of the ruling, and that he 
has money invested in Mexican lead mines. Mr. 
ELKINs’s personal interests should cut no figure 
in the case. Ifthe Administration desires this 
Territory to go Republican next Fall it must do 
something indicating some interest in the wel- 
fare of the people. The circular instructions of 
WINDOM are all right as far as they go, but they 
do not go far enough. President HARRISON 
should either prevail upon Mr. WINDoM to do 
his full duty or call for his early resignation. 
That isone way to make Montana Republican.” 


Four days later, (on the 31st ult.,) the 
Inter Mountain again expressed its dissatis- 
faction, this time under the title ‘“‘ Hurry 
up, Mr. WINnDOM,” and some of its remarks 
were as follows: 


“The Administration at Washington will 
make a very grave blunder and seriously jeop- 
ardize the success of the Republican Party in 
this Territory if it shall longer pursue a do- 
nothing policy in regard to Mexican lead. The 
Treasury Department just now seems to be 
Diaying the Elkins crowd for strong favorites. 
President HARRISON is running this Adminis- 
tration, not Mr, WINDOM, and this journal does 
not hesitate to declare that the influence of 
the Executive of the Nation should be exerted 
promptly if he would retain for his Adminis- 
tration the respect and confidence of the peo- 
ple. In this lead matter patience is ceasing to 
be a virtue.” 


The vociferous Montana journal appears 
to suspect that the influence of Mr. ELKINS 
has been exerted against that of the car- 
bonate ring in whose property Mr. ELKrns’s 
old friend, Secretary BLAINE, has a pecun- 
iary interest. It also professes to believe 
that the exclusion of the very useful flux- 
ing ores of Mexico would make a great 
many votes for the Republican Party in 
Moutana by raising the price of lead 
at the Montana mines and to con- 
sumers ail over the country. And yet 
it was shown at the recent hearing in 
Washington that the value of the entire 
product of lead in Montana for the year 
1887 did not exceed $630,000, and was 
only 21g per cent. of the Territory’s prod- 
uct of the three metals, silver, lead, and 
gold. It was also shown that the interests 
of Montana as a producer of “ dry ores” of 
silver are promoted by the admission: of 
such fluxing ores as those of Mexico, with- 
out which the Colorado carbonate ring 
would have substantially a monopoly of 
such ores and could exact for them a high 
price from producers who need them. 

It was part of the Colorado carbonate 
ring’s plan to put forward counsel from 
Montana as applicants for a reversal of the 
ruling, although this change was really 
sought for the enrichment of a ‘‘com- 
bine” in which Montana interests were not 
represented, and itisa part of the ring’s 
game now to cause demands for a reversal 
of the ruling to be made from Montana 
upon the pretense that such action is re- 
quired for political use in the coming elec- 
tion. A reversal of the ruling is really 
sought, as we have shown heretofore, for 
the benefit of a combination that con- 
trois the supply of carbenate fluxing ores 
in Colorado. It is sought in order that the 
market value of these ores may be largely 
increased by the exclusion of the similar 
ores from Mexico that are now used by 
smelters, and that enter into competition 
with the ring’s fluxing ores to the relief 
and benefit of many mines the ores of 
which are now profitably reduced by the 
use of such ores. And the ring asks that 
its members shall be enriched even at the 
cost of the ruin of a smelting industry in 
which $10,000,000 has been invested upon 
the security afforded by the repeated and 
uniform decisions of the Treasury Depart- 
ment for eight years in support of the ruling 
that is now attacked. 


TENNYSON’S BIRTHDAY. 


The eightieth birthday of ALFRED TEN 
NYSON is an event that must arrest the 
attention, not of England alone, but ot the 
whole English-reading and English-speak- 
ing world. We must go to GOETHE’S Ger- 
many and Huao’s France to find so un- 
questioned a primacy as his in a natienal 
literature, a primacy founded in part upon 
achievement and in part upon survival. 
GoETHE, indeed, was not only the first 
German poet, but the first German man of 
letters in his generation, and Vicror Huco 
was not less famous for his prose than for 
his verse, whereas TENNYSON’S exclusive 
addiction to poetry is one of the most atrik- 
ing facte of his literary career. It is fifty- 
nine years since his first velame of verse 





was published, and yet, so far as we remem- 
er, he has never written for publication a 
paragraph in prose. 

Very fow literary careers have lasted so 
long as this. In recent English literature 
LaNDOR’s and CARLYLE’s approach it most 
nearly. LANDOR’s, indeed, exceeds it, for 
there was.an intervalof sixty-three years be- 
tween the publication of the first and of the 
last of his books. But although OARLYLE 
was five years older when he dfed than 
TENNYSON is now, the first volume of TEN- 
NYSON’S verse antedated by three years the 
publication of ‘‘Sartor Resartus,” the earli- 
est of the books upon which CARLYLE’s 
fame rests, although he had for some years 
been known by his contributions te the 
reviews, and his actually first book had 
been published ten years earlier. 

In combined length and distinction there 
is in English literature no contemporary 
or recent parallel to TENNYSON’S career. 
He has been the spokesman of his gen- 
eration and of that which has suc- 
ceeded his own in a sense of which it 
would not be true to say it of any Eng- 
lish poet since Lord Byron. The pop- 
ularity of LONGFELLOW was absolutely 
greater no doubt, that is to say, there have 
been more copies of LONGFELLOW’S poems 
sold than of TENNYsoNn’s, and for that mat- 
ter, many writers of English verse have 
attained a temporary vogue since TEN- 
NYSON began to write who are now 
forgotten and whose works would not be 
admitted by any competent critic to belong 
to English poetry. But TENNyYSON’s hold 
upon the educated men und women of Eng- 
land and America has not been seriously 
disputed by any rival since the publication 
of the “English Idylls” forty-seven years 
ago. The productivity of BROWNING, who 
is three years younger than TENNYSON, has 
been far greater, and so, indeed, has that of 
SWINBURNE, whose first. poem appeared 
when TENNYSON had already been for more 
than a generation before the pub- 
lic. But neither of these poets has 
approached what may be called the 
select popularity of TENNYSON. It may 
be said, though with some exaggeration in 
both cases, that the lack of artistic form in 
the elder poet, and the lack of anything 
else than artistic form in the younger, have 
prevented them from rivaling the Laureate 
in the sympathies of the audience to which 
all three have appealed, and with the excep- 
tion of these two names, to which a small 
number would incline to add the name of 
MATTHEW ARNOLD, nobody has appeared 
since TENNYSON began to write whose 
poetry any competent judge would think of 
putting into competition with his. His 
poetry has given artistic and mem- 
orable expression to the thoughts and 
hopes and doubts of his contemporaries, 
as its acceptance by them on both sides of 
the Atlantic abundantly attests. It is most 
fitting that his arrival at the age of four- 
score should call out tributes of gratitude 
and admiration from all the English-speak- 
ing peoples of the world. It would be most 
fitting if these sentiments should be em- 
bodied in some visible memorial that should 
assure the venerable poet, before it is too 
late, of the honor in which he is held be- 
yond his own country as well as within its 
borders, 








Mr. Rosp’s resolution offered at the meet- 
ing of the Park Commissioners yesterday 
directing the removal of the fence which 
encroaches upon the Bronx and Pelham 
Parkway made President WALDO HUTCHINS 
very angry. This is not to be wondered at, 
for the resolution was an implied censure 
of Mr. HutcHins, who would have had the 
fence removed a week ago if he had been an 
energetic and faithful officer. He wanted 
time for explanation and investigation and 
a defense of his course. Mr. Rossb’s resolu- 
tion called for action, and action will be 
taken. Superintendent PARSONS, under the 
instructions of the commission, will visit 
the scene to-day, ascertain the line of the 
parkway, and remove the fence.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“THE LION AND THE LAMB.” 


A comic piece, of coarse texture, called ‘““The 
Lion and the Lamb,” was produced at the Bijou 
Theatre last evening and was received politely 
by a large audience. If the aunthors—Messrs. W- 
R. Wilson and Julius A. Lewis—had gone to 
£sop’s Fables instead of the Bible for a title 
they could have found one much better fitted to 
their preposterous farce. Their hero is a feeble- 
timid creature, but there is nothing really 
rlamblike in his composition. The lamb is a 
pastoral thing, and when served up in chops it 
is palatable, 

A curious fact with which habitual theatre- 
goers are constantly confronted, and one 
worthy, perhaps, of some attention from a phil- 
osophical point of view, is the close resem- 
blance of most of the new plays, products 
of fresh minds, in this era, in plot, characters, 
and incidents, to plays that have long 
been familiar. It would have been justi- 
fiable to expect in a farce written 
by the authors of “The Lion and the Lamb,” 


two energetic young writers for the newspaper 
ress whose practice it is to closely observe 

Uuman nature, some trace of original thought, 
however fanciful, some illustration of odd 
experiences encountered in their careers. 
Mr. Lewis, for instance, is a man who has 
seen many lands, and one who in his 
uupretentious newspaper work has shown 
himself to be a humble but careful student 
of men. We should scarcely look for a per- 
tectly well-made play from his pen, and it 
was no surprise therefore to find ‘‘The Lion 
and the Lamb” a crude, patchy thing. But 
it was disappointing to find in it the same 
dreary old buftoonery, and nothing more. 

The habits of observation, to which news- 
paper reporters are trained, have been used by 
Messrs. ilson and Lewis to this small end: 
they have carefully noted the antics and de- 
vices of contemporary farce that are supposed 
to please the paying public and have tried to 
string a lotof them together under a title that 
looks well on the fence posters. The result is a 
wearisome meas. 


Their hero is a meek, middle-aged person, 
who desires to be known as a rake, and brides 
people to give him a bad reputation. He gets 
involved in a duel, and the huwor of Sheridan 
is brought into use, with perfectly obvious 
variations and a rainstorm df real water to add 
to the effect of the climax. A plot that would 
be good enough if skillfully handled is 
developed awkwardly and, as in most contem- 
porary pieces of thia order, there is no dénoue- 
ment whatever. Much of the language used is 
inexcusably coarse and lamentably witless. 
There are @ few extravagant bits of by-play 
after the style of Mr. Charles H. Hoyt, but there 
~ no trace of Mr. Hoyt’s effective humor in the 

arce, 

The best of comic actors could not make such 
apiece continuously amusing. Mr. Charles H. 
Coote, who bore mostofthe burden, worked 
hard, and, until the last act, with evident sin- 
cerity. He presented a comic spectacle in his 
various costumes, caricaturing the man of 
fashion, and his “business” with the mammoth 
cane was very good burlesque. But the best 
acting was done by Miss Gabrielle du 
Sauld when, clad in the stage garb of a 
ballet dancer, she uttered with almost tragic 
force the Jamentations of a wife fora burlesque 
husband, who could not possibly be dead, and 
would not be worth mourning if he was. The 
other players scarcely succeeded in giving the 
semblance of reality to their parts, ana if farce 
is not worth doing well it isnot worth doing at 
all. Miss Effie Shannon, however, looked very 
pretty, and as that was ali her part required 
she may be said to have triumphed.

ELEOTRIO LIGHT CONVENTION. 


NIAGARA FALis, Aug. 5.—The preparations for 
the reception of the several hundred delegates 
to the National Electric Light Couvention that 
meets here to-morrow are about completed. A 
large number of members are already present. 
The Hon W. C. Ely, who in his address wili 
dwell particularly upon the utilization of water 
power for electric light purposes, is to welcome 
the convention. 

The President of the association, Mr. E. R. 
Weeks of St. Louis, will open the convention 
with an address, which, among other points, 
will incinde a statistical account of the present 
state of the electric light and power industries. 


The usual committee reports will be fellowed 
by the report of the Secretary and Treasurer. 

Mr. P. H. Alexander, Chairmau ef the com- 
mittee on hurmonizing the eiectric light and 
insurance interests, will present elaborate sta- 
tistics on the subject and recommend measures 
by which insurance rates on electric light 
stations may by lowered. 

Dr. Otto A. Moses will present a report from 
his committee on the subject of & revision of 
the constitution, and will also address ths con- 
vention on the recent movement in this State 
to introduce killing by electricity as_ a substi- 
tute for hanging in legal execution. Dr. Moses, 
at the last couvention, was the mover of the 
resolution condemping the use of electricity for 
such purposes.

BLAINE SILENT AS A MOUSE 


NOT A WORD ABOUT THE 
BLACK DIAMOND AFFAIR. 
PTHER OFFICIALS CAUTIOUS—NO SIGN 
oF a “VIGOROUS POLICY”—CaUSTIC 

CRITICISMS. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 5. — Acting Secretary 


Wharton was asked by an Associated Press | 


reporter this morning if the State Department 
Aad anything to say respecting the escape of 
the British sealer Black Diamond recently 
Japtured by the revenue cutter Rush, and 
which sailed into Victoria, B. C., a British vort. 
instead of into Sitka as ordered by the Uaptain 
of the Rush. 

“The department,” Mr. Wharton replied, 
“has not been advised of the seizure of the 
Black Diamond or other vessel, has no news 
whatever upon the subject, and therefore has 
no statement to make in regard to its future 
action in the matter.” 

“Have you seen the statement thatit.was 
the desire to let the Black Diamond escape 
after taking its catoh of seals, and therefore 
but ope man was put aboard her from the 
Rausb ?” 

“No,” said Mr. Wharton, “I have not seen 
that statement, and have no means of knowing 
whether it ia true or false.” 

Continuing, Mr. Wharton said: “This whole 
matter of the seizure of these vessels so far as 
it has gone is under the control and direction 
of the Treasury Department. Ifthere is any 
blame attaching to these seizures it must be 
jJaid at the doors of Congress. It passed a law 
directing the President to issue his proclama- 
tion extending to the American waters in Benr- 
Ing Sea the samo protection over the seal and 
other fur-bearing animals as is accorded the 
fur-bearing animals of Alaska and the waters 
Shereof by the general act on fisheries, and that 
law is simply being enforced. That is what we 
are here for, to carry out the laws that Congress 
enacts. So far this question has not become an 
international one. The State Department has 
not been informed officially of any part of the 
proceedings, and therefore has nothing to act 
upon. 

ecretary Windom said this afternoon that in 
the absence of official information concerning 
the escape of the British sealer Black Diamond, 
he did not care to discuss the matter. Capt. 
Shepard, he said, had notified the department 
by telegraph of the capture of the British ves- 
sel, and had said that he would send his report 
by mail. ‘‘So far this has not been received,” 
said the Secretary. He added that as the only 
official information he had was the bare an- 
aouncement of the capture it wou be un- 
reasonable, to say the least, to attempt to judge 
the case. 

Another official of the department, comment- 
ing upon the escape, said that the question : 8 
to whe ther the action of Capt. Shepurd in plac 
ing but ope man on the captured vessel was 1ll 
or well advised coulda be determined when the 
department was in possession of all the facts in 
the case, and not before. 

The Free /’ress to-night contains an editorial 
which, among other things, says: “ What Cana- 
gians must dois to obtain and 6xeroise the right 
of dealing directly with foreign countries, par- 
ticularly with the United States. History and 
experience have shown that to trust to Down- 
ing-street dipiomacy for the maintenance of 
our rights is puerile and useless. The army and 
navy of Engiand will do nothing toward pro- 
tecting Canadian rights on land or sea, and if 
the small petty republics of South and Central 
America and the pigmy monarchies of Europe 
are able to conduct their own diplomatic nego- 
tiations Canada can be intrusted with a similar 
rizht.’’ 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Aug. 5.—It was learned 
last night from a British Columbia official who 
was passing through the city that the entire 
Pacific fieet of the British Navy, with the ex- 
ception of two torpedo boats, steamed out of 


Esquimalt Harbor three days ago, bound for 
the scene of the recent seizure on Behring Sea. 
Yhis was the result of much telegraphic com- 
munication between the Admiral in command 
of the fleet and the Canadian and Imperial Gov- 
ernmenta The fleet that went north consists 
of seven war ships and two torpedo boats. Five 
additional war ships are shortly expected at Es- 
quimalt to reinforce the fleet. Orders have been 
left that one of tuese is to straightway proceed 
north, while the others will remain at that 
point. Tne Adiiral’s orders are not known. 

Victrorta, B. C., Aug. 5.—Speaking on the 
question of the seizure of the sealer Black Dia- 
mond in Behring Sea, D. W. Higgins, M. P., 
jays: “In the face of the President’s proclama- 
tion, false and misleading as itis, the United 
States must either recede from their absurd, 
unrighteous claim or go ahead, even though the 
peaceful relations of the two countries are 
smashed. The attitudeof the Washivgton Gov- 
ern mentis untenable and ontrageous.” 

John Grant, M. P., Mayor of Victoria, says: 
“While the contention and actsof the Gov- 
ernment of the United States as to control 
over Behring Sea in connection with the sealing 
industry are unwarranted and extraordinary, 
the lack of action by the British Government on 
the same question is more culpable and prompts 
ene to ask if the subjects of the Dominion of 
Canada ace under the protection of the British 
fleg or noi.” 

Robert Ward, President of the British Colum- 
bia Beard of Trade, says: ‘The tardy settle- 
mentof the claims of the schooners seized by 
the United States and the recent capture of the 
3iack Diamond have combived in producing a 
atrong feeling of distrust and irritation which 
it might be difficult to restrain unless steps are 
at onee taken to prevent a repetition of out- 
rages on the British bottoms engaged in lawful 
pursuits on the high seas.” 

OTTAWA, Ontariv, Aug. 5.—Tae papers here 
are silent about the Black Diamond’s escape, 
bat on all sides the good luck of the crew 
in getting back to Victoria gives satisfaction. 
‘The Ministers will not talk on the subject until 
they gel a report. 

The (itizen (Government organ) says: ‘To 
claim exclusive jurisdiction over the high seas 
by reason of a Congressional edict or Presi- 
dentiai signature is as puerile as though a 
mézusure bad been passed giving the Washing- 
ton magnates control over the heavenly con- 
steilations becanse the late scientist, Prof.

“THE BOSS” AND HIS WORK. 


HOW QUAY SHINES TO ADVANTAGE IN 
HIS OWN SET. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 5.—Senator Quay re- 
mained in this city to-day and was called on by 
statesmen great and smail from the early hours 
of morning until midnight. The junior Senator 
had scarcely finished breakfast when United 
States District Attorney Walter Lyon of 
Pittsburg came in, accompanied by James 
8. McKean, Quay’s candidate for the 
Postmastership of Pittsburg. Senator Quay, 
having completed the details for tne 
State Convention on Wednesday, has in 
trusted the carrying out of the programme to 
Collector of Internal Revenue David Martin 
and Walter Lyon, and on Sunday night, Martin 
having been informed of the Senator’s wishes, 
prospective Postmaster McKean wired Walter 
Lyon, who was at Atlantic City, to come up and 
see Quay. The understanding having been com- 
pleted, Chairman Andrews, Speaker Boyer, 
David Martin, and Walter Lyon left on the 5:40 
train this evening for Harrisburg, where they 
have quarters at the Lochiel Hotel. 

Congressman Watson of Warr: n County was 
on hand early, and was accorded an interview, 
as were George Handy Smith, Representative 
Horatio P. Connell, and Samuel F. Hauseman. 
About 11:50 Senator Quay called a cab and 
drove down town, and according to & previ- 
ous agreement met James McManes. Both 
gentlemen remained together for about an 
hour, when they left and made a call together 
at Collector Cooper’s office. The Collector 
Was out at lunch, but upon being sent 
for by his callers, he speedily came to 
the office, where the two leaders were 
in waiting. The conferenee lasted about 
an hour. Mr. MoManes desired Senator Quay 
to accompany him to the Collector’s office, aud 
as aresult of the talk the Philadelphian was 
promised a full share of the patronage of the 
Custom House by the Senator. The under- 
standing now is thatin the naming of Federal 
otticers to the places not yet filled, a Superin- 
tendent of the Mint, Sub-Treasurer, District 
Attorney, and Surveyor and Naval Officer, Mr. 
McManes will be allowed to name some of his 
friends, and because of the lack of patronage in 
other Offices outside of the Mint, he is to be 
given a share of the patrouage of all the other 
Federal departments and peace will prevail. 

After leaving Collector ‘Cooper's office Sen- 
ator Quay met Ben Sooy, the Atlantic City 
tisnerman, and the two made a tour for the 
purchase of tackle for the fishing trip, which 
begins to-morrow. Upon Senator Quay’s re- 
turn to the Continental Hotel he was greeted 
by National Committeemen W. W. Dudley of 
Indiana, J. 5ioat Fassett of New-York, Col. A. L. 
Conger of Ohio, and William Cassius Goodloe of 
Kentuoky. 

At5o’clock Senator Quay ordered carriages 
to take his fellow-members of the National 
Committee out to Indian Rock, where Sunday’s 
conference was held. Two carriages arrived, 
and with Col. Quay and Col. Dudley in the first 
carriage and Mr. Fassett, Col. Conger, and Mr. 
Goodloe in the second carriage the party start- 
ed on their trip. The carriages had scarcely 
entered Fairmount Park when a heavy fall of 
rain came on and they were forced to re- 
turn to the Continental Hotel, where 
supper was served. Col. Dudley did not 
remain at the Continental, but, after bidding 
his friends good-bye, went to the Lafayette 
Hotel, where his gripsack was, and then started 
off for Washington. The other members of the 
National Committee comprising the party were 
joined at midnight by Samuel Fessendeo of 
Connecticut, Secretary of the National Com- 
mittee. Senator Quay and bis party of National 
Committeeman, accompanied by Hamilton 
Di s vn and Jacob Wildemore, will leave on the 
yucat Manatee to-morrow morning. 

How. long they willbe gone depends greatly 
upon the weather, as itis understood that the 
programme for the elections in the four new 
States has already been carefully planned and 
outlined by Senator Quay, and that Col. Dudley 
when he left here yesterday fully understood 
what part of the play he was an actor in. In 
adiition to fixing up Matters for the new 
States, the subject of filling vacancies in 
Congressional districts will also ve given 
attention. The importance of the latter 
matter is easily understood because of the 
very narrow majority which the Republicans 
bave in the House. The narrow majority makes 
it possible for afew determined spirits to get 
what they want in the way of Federal patron- 
age by threatening to * kick,” as was evidenced 
by the action of Congressman Brown of North 
Carolina, whose open declaration has already 
been the means of securing for him a large 
oumber of country cross-road Post Ottices.

ISAAC PHILLIPS. 
Isaac Phillips, a native of this city, whose 
‘long life has been full of activity in several 
relations, died at his residence, 324 West Twen- 


short iliness, in the seventy-eighth year of nis 
age. Mr. Phillips was of Portuguese Hebrew 
parentage, born in this city June 16, 1812, in a 
building which is still standing at the corner of 
Rivington-street and the Bowery. His father 
was Naphtali Phillips, himself a prominent cit- 
izen and Custom House official and editor of the 
National Advocate, Isaac attended the public 
school in Franklin street, near Centre, until he 
was twelve years old, when he entered the em-

It was here 
that he made the acquaintance of Moses Taylor, 
which ripened into a life-long intimacy. Mr. 
Phillips continued his studies during this time, 
muakipg a special study of French in company 
with a son of Chancellor Kent and becoming in 
course of time a proticient French scholar. 

In 1834 he married Sophia Phillips of this 
city, who, although bearing the same Yamily 
name, was in no way reluted to him. He went 
to Philadelphia and engaged in the cutlery 
business, but continued there only until 1837, 
when be returned to New-York and engaged in 
the same business at 44 Cedar-street. He gave 
this up in 1839 to assume the editorship, in 
company with Major M. 1. Noah, of the Ur07 
and, subsequently, of the Courier-..nquirer, 
daily papers of that period. He retired from 
journalism in 1842 to acoept an appointment, 
by President ‘Tyler, in the Custom House. 
Shortly afterward he became Customs Examin- 
er, aud in 1853 President Pierce appointed him 
Surveyor ot the Port, an office he heid continu- 
ously until 1869, through Lincoin’s ana John- 
son’s Administrations, although he was a fer- 
vent Democrat. 

Mr, Phillips refused a restoration to his offico 
when President Grant was about to make it 
upon petition of wost of the merchants and im- 
porters of the city, and in January, 1870, in 
his tifty-eighth year, he was admitted to the 
par. He followed the practice of his profes- 
sion trom that time, making a specialty of 
United States customs and revenue laws. Al- 
Ways an active Democrat, he was & member 
of the National Convention that nominat- 
ed James K. Polk in 1844, and of that 
which nominated Cass in 1848. He was 
@ school Trustee of the Eighth and 
Sixteenth Warus, and in 1853 a Schvol 
Commisaioner in the board of which Andrew 
H. Green was President. He had resided 
twenty-seven years in the housein which he 
died. Thirty-one years ago yesterday he was 
elected a member of the Chamber of Commerce, 
and there have been but few meetings of that 
body ror years that he did not attend and sub- 
mit resolutions upon some interesting ques- 
tion for the consideration of the Chamber. 

Mr. billips stood very bigh in the ranks of 
Freemasonry in this State, belng at his demise 
the oldest surviving Past Grand Master of the 
Graud Lodge. He became afiiliated with Albion 
Lodge in 1833, and was for many years its 
Master. in 1846 he was elected Deputy Grand 
Master of the Grand Lodge, and in 1849 was 
elected Grand Master, an office which he con- 
tinued to hold until 1855, being the first He- 
brew to hold the office. 

He was one of the founders of Mount Sinai 
Hospital and was the last surviving member of 
the charter board. He was, according to 
the strictest sect, an Orthodox Jew until the 
day of his death. His first wife dying in 
1855, he married in 1856 Miss Miriam Trim- 
ble, a Gentile, who became a convert to Juda- 
ism before her marriage. She died In 1882. 
Five cbildren survive Mr. Phiilips—three 
daughters, all of wbom are married, and two 
sons, one of whom, Moses Taylor Phillips, has 
been employed with his father in the practice of 
the law. : 

The funeral will take place at 10 0’clock on 
Thursday from the family residence. 


WILLIAM A. SPEAIGHT. 

Capt. William A. Speaight of the Seventh 
Regiment Veteran Association died suddenly 
on Sunday of paralysis at his residence, 93 
Wilson-street, Brooklyn. Capt. Speaight was 
well known in this city in busiuess circles, hay- 
ing carried on a blankbook manufacturing busi- 
ness at 99 William-street for many years, and 
was also prominent in National Guard and 
Grand Army organizations both here and in 
Brooklyn. He was a man of genial disposition, 


and had hosts of friends, business and social, in 
both cities. He was sixty-three yeurs old. 

It was in 1845 that Capt. Speaight became a 
member of the Twenty-seventh Regiment, now 
the Seventh. He rose through successive ranks 
to that of Orderiy Sergeani. [n 1853 he resigned 
a3 Orderly Sergeant, Was at once taken up as & 
popular candidate for Captain, and elected, 
After ten years’ experience as Captain he re- 
signed. He was oftered the nomination for 
Colonel of the regiment to succed Col. Marshall 
Lefferts, but refused to let his name be used. 
Many of his personal friends were much disap- 
pointed, believing that Capt. Speaight’s great 
popularity in the regiment would insure bis 
election if he would only consent to be a candi- 
date. When the veteran assvciation of the 
Seventh Reximent was formed Capt. Speaight 
became a member of it, was elected Captain, 
and retained the rank until the time of his 
death. He was also a member of Lafayette 
Post, G. A. R. $ 

Capt. Speaight leaves a widow, four daughters, 
and ope son. Funeral services will be held at 
the residence on Wilson-street this evening at 8 
o’clock, and will be attended by menibers of the 
Veteran Association and of the Lafayette Post.

FANNIE LEWALD. 

The death is announced of Fannie Lowald, 
the German novelist. She was born at Koenigs- 
berg March 24, 1811, received a very liberal 
education, and, being allowed to choose her re- 
ligion, at seventeen years of age became a 
Christian. After travelin Germany and France, 
which stimulated her imaginative powers, she 
began with a view to entertaining her sick 
sister, to write novels which were published 
anonymously in 1834 and 1835. The-«principal 
ones of these early works were “ Clementine,” 
“Jenny,” “A Question of Life,” and “The 
Poor Girl.” In 1845, while traveling in italy 
and studying the country, her father died and 
she returned to Germany. In 1855 she married 
M. A. Stanr, but continued to put her family 
name to her worgs. Among her other works 
were ‘*Pictures of Italy,” published in 1847; 
“Prince Louis Ferdinand,” in 1849; ‘-Impres- 
sions of a Voyage in England and Scotland,” in 
1852; “History of My Life,” in 1861; “ Ben- 
venuto,” in 1875, and “Novels,” in 1877, 
Twelve -volumes of her selected works were 
published in Berlin from 1871 to 1875.

Theodore Frean, one of the oldest residents 
and a prominent politician of Staten Island, 
died suddenly yesterday morning at his resi- 
dence on Boyd Hill, Stapleton,in the seven- 
ty-first year of hisage.

his childhood and made it the scene of his life's

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THE BOSTON SAFE IN PORT 


SHE REACHED THE NAVY YARD" 


LAST EVENING. 
BUT RUNS AGROUND IN JHE SLIP AND 
SMASHES INTO THE VERMONT—EX- 
TENT OF HER INJURIES. 


The United States steel cruiser Boston arrived 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard at 5 P.M. yester- 
day, having made the run from Newport in 
twelve hours. On learning the exactlocality of 
the breakin the pottom it was at once seen 
that the greater the speed the less would be 
the upward pressure in the injured portion in 
the hull. It was at first supposed that the 
injury was sustained not fac below the water 
line, in which case the slowest possible speed 
would have been the safest for the Boston. 

Not content with having run on ® rock in 
Newport Harbor the Boston grounded on 4 sand 
spit in attempting to enter the navy yara slip. 
The action of the tide at once swung the ves- 
sel’s stern in against the quarter of the frigate 
Vermont, carrying away a part of the quarter 
gallery of the latter vessel and smashing one of 
the boats of the Boston. Lines were gotten 
ashore, and by ‘this means the cruiser was 
worked over the sandbar and finally secured 
alougside the barbette battleship Puritan. 

As she lies in the slip the Boston presents no 
outward appearance of injury, but for all that 
it is known that a great ragged rent exists close 
to ber bilge keelson, and though the divers esti- 
mated the length of this rent at ten feet, not a 
few believe it to be even more, It is extremely 
difficult to form a correct idea of distance be- 
low the water, and especially since the object 
must be felt and cannot be seen. It is also 
thought that the vessel’s ribs have been bent, 
for it would be miraculousif the plates could be 
stove in and the frames receive no injury. The 
Boston will be got into dry dock at the very 


earliest opportunity. Until then no accurate 
knowledge of the damage can be known. The 
Despatch 1s ab presentin the dry dock receiv- 
ipg 4 new propeller, and the Boston will conse- 
quently have to wait for the Despatch to come 
out. 

There is a general feeling of regret for Capt. 
O’ Kane of the Boston. ‘he iatter is looked up 
to aud respected by every man aboard, and, as 
one officer remarked, there is vot a man among 
them who would not do everything in his power 
to get Capt. O’Kane out of this scrape. Never 
did a commander have more reason to be proud 
of a vessel than did Capt. O’Kane on the com- 
pletion of the Boston’s trial speeds. It makes 
the mortification only the greater to have run 
the ship on # rock after sucha magnificent 
showing in the morning. : 

The divers who examined the Boston’s bot- 
tom were sent down on jacob ladders from the 
ship’s side. Tney first reported the hole as be- 
ing ouly four feet in length, but further examl- 
nation induced them to give greater length to 
the break. Ropes were next swung under the 
bottom and boards rigged so that the divers 
could lie on their backs and work on the break. 
The two men were all Sunday morning en- 
gaged in diving in the wooden wedges from the 
outside, Lhe Boston, it seems, was going at the 
rate of eleven knots an hour when she struck, 
and the shock experienced came in the form of 
a@number of thumps, one succeeding another 
with marked continuity. The accident was an 
outcome of not understanding the tide, and the 
same vause occasioned the grounding in a lo- 
eality as well known as the Navy Yard slip. 

Various calculations have been made by those 
aboard the Boston and elsewhere as to the time 
necessary to put the cruiser in repair. All 
think that two montis will be used up in the 
work. If new plates have gotto be made, the 
time will be lengthened, but this delay need not 
ve caused if some of the Maiue’s material be 
called into use, 

None of those aboard the Boston can speak 
too highly of the vessel’s achievements on tho 
recent test. She made 16.4 kootw an hour 
against fresh wind, but with light tide. There 
was a Slight swell on, though not enough to 
cause the cruiser to feel it; but when she was 
yoing at the top of her speed she carried 
the whole of her forward deck awash, while 
she pushed ahead a wall of water that rose to 
the very top of her scroliwork. Following the 
vessel was # Wall of water estimated at 6 feet 
in height. The general opinion aboard the Bos- 
ton is that the cruiser can make 17 knots 
an hour. On the trial for acceptance from the 
contractors the Boston made an average of 
14.8 knots an hour as a mean of the four hours 
continuous run. Onthe measured mile course 
she made 15.55 knots an hour, and this while In 
the hands of naval engineers and with ail her 
armament and crew avoard the same as ready 
tor actual battle. 

Nothing of particular moment happened in 
the run down trom Newport. A pilot was taken 
going through Hell Gate. Unless the command- 
ing officer states In a written report that he 
considered himself incapable of taking the 
Boston through the gate he will be required to 
pay the pilotage fee from out of his own pocket. 
such is the present system regulating the navi- 
gation of our war vessels. There are few naval 
officers who do not express a heartfelt wish that 
‘pilots be aggin allowed the service, a8 in days 
ot old. §

OARSMEN READY TO ROW. 


ARRANGEMENTS FOR. THE NATIONAL 
REGATTA ABOUT COMPLETED. 


CHICAGO, IIL, Aug. 5.—Lake Calumet at Pull- 
man is a placid little sheet of water except 
when there is a northeast wind blowing. Such 
@ wind blew fresh to-day. It was chilling, 
and the oarsmen, gathering for the com- 
ing regattas of the National and Mississippi 
Valley Rowing Associations, shivered in their 
blazers and looked disconsolate. Stillit wasa 
very busy day at the lake, and a great deal of 
work was done. Of the fifty-one clubs on the 
entry list forty were on the ground to-night and 
the others were en route. 

Tne entry list is exceptionally good, and the. 
gathering of oarsmen is going to be a notable 
one. To-day every available spot from the rail- 
road station to the boathouse was occupied by 
shells, On the siding atthe entrance to the grand 
Stand shells were being unloaded from a dozen 


cars. In the boathouses a}l was bustle. Early 
in the day the Atalantas uf New-York had un- 
loaded their big eight-oared shell, and, by man- 
ufacturing a kedge from a couple of barrels, 
completed their rigging by 4 o’clock. The 
Bradfords of Boston did not unload their boat 
until the afternoon, apparently satisfied to get 
a@ look ai their New-York rivals as they took 
their trial spin. 

Singles, doubles, and four oars got out early 
in the day, and the lake was dotted with oars- 
men before sundown. Among the first of the 
single sculls to try the water was Eugene Buck- 
ley of the Boston Globe, who swung past the 
grand stand, and after a leisure inspection 
of the course seemed satisfied. H. and M. F. 
Monahan of the Albanys, winners of the double- 
scull championship in 1886, took a trial spin 
and showed up in great form. Capt. James 
Pilkington and J. E. Nagle of the Metropolitan 
Club of New-York followed their Albany rivals. 

The New-York Athletic Club was represented 
by a four oared shell, which kept well down 
toward the south end of the lake. The Ravens- 
wood doubie of Long Island City, with Joseph 
Platt, Jr., and Adolph Buschman at the oar- 
locks, made an excellent showing. D. A. Mc- 
Phee of the Bradfords made a spurt past the 
stand anu forced the pace for the doubles over 
the course, 

The Bradfords are having hard luck. Their 
bow oar, Joe Skelton, was detained in Boston, 
and his absence necessitates the substitution of 
J. R. Murray, President of the club, in the 
eight-oar crew, without weakening it, but caus- 
ing the withdrawal of their entry in the four- 
oar senior race. A great feature of Friday’s 
racing Will undoubtedly be the eight-oared con- 
test between the Bradfords and Atalantas. It 
willbe @ battle of the giants. Each club has 
an uninterrupted line of victories to rely upon, 
and now ceme together for the first time this 
year. Both are in the best possible trim and 
are quietly contident. 

Capt. Theodore Van Raden of the Atalantas 
said to-day: “ From what we hear the Bradford 
crew 18 & good one. [f the men can make the 
time [have heard they can, the race will be 
theirs. But mind you, I say ‘if.’ Ihave heard 
80 much talk about time in the past that 
I don’t put much faith in it as an indication of 
the result or the race. We want a race, not a 
walk-over, and if they canjgive it to us we snall 
be pleased. If we are beaten you may be sure 
we Will own up to it.” 

The Atalantas launched their shell for the 
first time in the waters of Lake Calumet at 5 
o'clock this afternoon, Once in open water 
their style could be noted, and the Brad- 
fords were vn hand to criticise. After the 
first dozen strokes they settled down to 
business and swung down the course at 
thirty strokes to tne minute. Their work 
was beautiful, the stroke long and sweeping, 
taking the water with hardly aripple—a strong, 
straight-arm pull, with a power-giving finish; a 
auick recovery, with an almost dry biade for 
the feather. The Bradfords looked thoughtrul 
but confident after they had “sized up” their 
New-York rivais. [t will be their turn to-mor- 
row to create an amount of enthusiasm by 
their work. 

Arrangements for the regatta are almost 
completed, and every opportunity to see the 
races will be aifordea the spectators. 
The grand stands will admit of an 
uninterrupted view of the entire course, 
and in all the races excepting the 
elght-oar the boats can be followed from 
Start to finish with the naked eye. The eixht- 
oared being a mileand a half straightaway, 
will be started at the lower end of the lake, the 
finish being in front of the grand stand.

ITALIANS PROTEST. 


/ IN MASS MEETING THEY DENOUNCE’ 
THE CRUSADE AGAINST THEM. 


Abont fifteen nundred Italians met in the, 
large hall of the Germania Assembly Rooms in 
the Bowery last evening and passed resolutions 
protesting against the measures proposed by 
Division: No. 3 of the Laborers’ Protective Union 
to boycott all liquor stores, lager beer saloons, 
and restaurants whose owners accord to Ital- 
ians the privilege of keeping stands in front of 
their premises, The mecting was orderly 


filled the hall were for the most part well 
dressed. Flags, banners, and embiems.adorned 
the stage. 

Carlo Barsotti, proprietor of the Il Progresso 
Italo-Americano, was Chairman, and M. Nele 


Lemini was Secretary. On the stage were B. 
Giovanorst, L. Roverso, F. Romeo, E. Giorogi, 
V. Boerbera, Prof. Tamburello, M. Cavelli, and 
Dr. G. B. Battini d’Mocsa. L. Astorata was the 
first speaker, and urged Italians to become citi- 
zens of the country, not to be violent, to act 
with the law, and with the law only. His 
speech was in brief the substance of the other 
speeches of the evening, which were delivered 
by Alexander Oldrini, A. Ciambelli of the Chi- 
cago Messagero, A. Legniti, L. Roversi of the J/ 
Fb and G. Cadicamo, editor of the Lago

ne speaker, in alluding to the Irish in the 
city, said they had gotten their political infiu- 
ence by whisky; that they were lazy and want- 
ed to work three days in the week and get paid 
for six. The remark was greeted with loud 
cries and hisses, 

The meeting ciosed with the passing of sev- 
eral resolutions, asserting that it was false that 
the Verzaro brothers killed Barrett for stealing 
two oranges simply; that the accusation assert- 
ing that Italian fruit vendors were ready at all 
times to kill and wound with the knife on the 
slightest offenses was false; that the resolution 
to **boycott” was “‘ barbarous,” and would re- 
sultin an “infamous persecution against tran- 
quil, temperate, honest laborers,” aad “that 
the meeting protest vehemently and indignant- 
ly against the measures passed by Division No. 
3 of the Laborers’ Protective Union, and re- 
assert the good name of a class of Italians un- 
justly calumniated.” 

A committee of twelve was then appointed to 
“contest if need be in court the menace to boy- 
cott.” The committes appointed consisted of 
Messrs. Barsotti. Lorai, Oldrini, Grilli, Roversi, 
Abruzzo, Tocci, Ligniti, Lemini, Cavagnaro, 
and Prof. Tamburello.

‘THE PARK COMMISSIONERS HAVE A SPE- 
OIAL MEETING AND ORDER A SUR- 
VEY—AN AID TO CONOVER’S MEMORY, 

The pressure upon Commissioner Hutchins, 

President of the Department of Public Parka, 

to do something besides talk in relation to the 


fence which Owner Morris has thrown across 
the Bronx and Pelham Parkway for the New- 


York Jockey Club, led to aspecial meeting of ' 


the Park Commissioners yesterday afternoon. 
Although the meeting was evidently called in 
order that some show of action might be made 
with regard to this invasion of the city proper- 
ty, it was quite as evident that Commissioner 
Hutchins was not the prime mover in sceking 


to remedy the gross neglect of the park autnor- 
ities in the matter. 

As soon a8 routine business had been disposed 
of, a resolution was offered by Commissioner 
Robb, directing the Superintendent of the Parks 
to remove ali fences or other obstruction across 
the parkway. Commissioner Hutchins there- 
upon abruptly asked Commissioner Robb what 
fences he meant. Commissioner Robb replied 
that his resolution was intended to apply to any 
fences that might be found within the lines of 
the city’s property. He said that he was espec- 
jally desirous that any fences erected since the 
city acquired title to the parkway lands should 
be removed. Coming closer to the point, he 
Called attention to the publishd exposures in THE 
TIMEs of the invasion of the parkway by Owner 
Morris in order to enlarge the jockey elub 
Tace course. He intimated that it was a scan- 
dal upon the authorities thatsuch an obstruc- 
tion should have been permitted, and said that 
the least that they could now do would be to 
remove it without delay. 

With characteristic lack of ingenuity, Com- 
missioner Hutchins said that nobody had vet 
been able to ascertain where the city’s lines 
were and that it would be idle to order any re- 
moval of obstructions until such lines were de- 
termined. Commissioner Robb still ‘persisted 
in his resolution and adding that the lines must 


surely have been known long ago, since the 
Controller had been paying awards in accord- 
auve with the maps confirmed by the General 
Term ot the Supreme Court. Commussioner 
Hutchins asked him why the obstructions had 
not, then, been removed during his (Mr. Robb’s) 
inoumbency as President of the Park Commis- 
sioners. Mr. Robb said that the fences did not 
exist at that time or they would have been re- 
moved. 

Daring the calm which followed this light 
squall between the Commissioners a spectator, 
who announced his name as Henderson, and 
who said that he represented the New-York 
Jockey Club and John A. Morris, asked leave to 
address the Commissioners. He said that the 
fence might extend within the city lines, but 
that it had been built within the lines to which 
John A. Morris acquired title, He did not be- 
lieve that the extension was more than thirty 
or forty feet into the parkway, but pleaded that 
it would be impossible to decide just how far 
the fence might invade the parkway until a sur- 
vey could be made. He attempted to justify 
Mr. Morris’s construction of the fence op the 
ground that the fences of other property owa- 
ers on the parkway extend quite as far 
within the city lines as does the race 
course fence, and he argued that 1t 
woula be manifestly unfair to oblige Mr. 
Morris to take down the fenco until the 
other property Owners had been likewise or- 
dered As if in further defense and justification 
of Mr. Morris’s use of the parkway, Mr. Hen- 
derson said that the attack and exposure ip 
this case had been inspired by enemies of Mr. 
Morris and of the jockey club, one a lawyer 
and one areal estate dealer, who bad tried in 
vain to extort money in the shape of fees and 
commissions from Mr. Morris. Mr. Henderson 
Was especially solicitous that the Commission- 
ers should procesa slowly in this matter, as- 
suring them that as soon as the lines could be 
finally determired by survey the fence would be 
removed if it were found to encroach upon the 
parkway. 

During this argument Mr. Hutchins listened 
with evident interest and approval. It was 
clearly in the line of his own views. Mr. Robb 
remained still skeptical, and although fully con- 
viaced that there wus no doubt about the lines, 
he said that he would consent to have the mat- 
ter go over until the surveyor of the depart- 
ment could make an inspection. When the sub- 
ject was dropped it was with the understanding 
that one of the engineers or surveyors of the 
department weuld go up to the race course and 
make an inspection in time to report in regard 
to the location of the fence at Thursday’s meet- 
ing of the Commissioners. 

Except as he may serve‘asian ally of the jockey 
club or of Owner Morris, Superintendent Con- 
over has almost ceased to bea factor in the con- 
troversy. His biography has already been 
‘touched upon, and neoplein Westchester County, 
as Well as in this city, must now have a pretty 
good idea of the kind of aman to whom this 
important trust has been given by the commaud 
ot Gov. Hill. There is one item in connection 
with Conover which perha should be a little 
more fully disposed of. hen this exposure 
was first wade a week ago Conover hastened to 
the office of the Park Commissioners and, after 
disclaiming any knowledge of an obstruction in 
the parkway at the race course, made most ab- 
soluce and positive denial that any one had 
ever called his attention to the fact of the ob- 
struction. Conover took pains not to put this 
denial in writing, but he conveyed it to Com- 
missioner Hutchins and to Secretary Burns by 
—— assurance of the most emphatic char- 
acter. 

Everybody who has lived long in the upper 
part of the Twenty-third Ward knows Charles 
Gerding. He bas been an honored resident of 
that section for many years, and no one has 
ever had occasion todoubt hisword. Mr. Ger- 
ding saw the account of Conover’s denial and it 
has rankled in him « good deal for the past few 
dsuys. Yesterday he made inquiry to learn if 
Conover had really made the denial, and, having 
satisfied himself that he bad, he told of a meet- 
ing with Conover which it would be interesting 
to have Conover explain. The meeting occurred 
in front of the Park Bank, 1n this city, Mr. 
Gerding says, about six weeks ago. It was just 
after Conover’s officious experience with the 
Irishman who had cut some grass in a remote 
part of Pelham Bay Park, on land of which he 
supposed he still hada Jease. Conover heard 
of the grass cutting and pounced down upon 
the Irishinan with a posse of officers. The 
Irishman was arrested und taken to court, and 
the result of his labors was contiscated and sola 
at auction for the benefit of the City Treasury. 
Mr. Gerding expressed his surprise to Conover 
that be should have taken such harsh measures 
with a poor man, who had done little harm, and 
remarked that it was strange that he was 80 
offiicious in this case, while allowing the jockey 
club fence to stand across the parkway. 

“That is all right,” Conover replied; “I 
know all about that fence. It will be taken 
down right after the races.” 

Conover would have been a man of very infe- 
rior powers of odservationif£ he did not know 
all about that fence. The construction of that 
fence had been notorious. Everybody in that 
section Knew of it, and knew that it envroached 
upon the parkway. Mr. Gerding says that he 
‘Was nov surprised to hear Conover say that he 
knew about it, for it would have amazed him 
had Conover not known ofit. He did think it 
was shameful that ao obstruction so notorious 
should be allowed to stand with the knowledge 
of the authorities, while 80 small an offense as 
the cutting of a few acres of grass should have 
been used to bring into prominence Conover’s 
strict regard for his duty asa public official. 
He does not believe that Conover will have the 
face to deny this conversation, and he is quite 
sure that its recital in substance ag. above will 
recall it to him if by any chance it may have 

«for the time slipped his memory, 

Probably the lawyer to whom Spokesman 
Henderson referred yesterday, in speaking of 
the inspiration of theexposures of the parkway 
job, was Johu H. Clapp. Asa matter of fact, 
Mr. Clapp was not seen in regard to this case, 
and bad nothing to do with furnishing informa- 
tion upon it until after Mr. Headerson had fin- 
ished his address te the Commissioners yester- 
day. Mr. Clapp was the attorney for B. W. 
Bradford, from whom Jobn A. Morris bought 
the piece of landin question. As an attorney 
tor him he appeared before the new Parks Com- 
mission, and, by argumentand evidence, was 
able to convince the Commissioners that the 
land which they proposed to take from Mr. 
Bradford was worth $1,000 per acre. The lines 
of what the city wished to acquire were marked 
out prior to 1884, and the land within these 
lines was condemned by the actor the Legis- 
jJature of 1884 in relation to new parks. Mr. 
Clapp had an agreement with Mr. Bradford by 
which he was to receive 10 per cent. of what- 
ever award the commission might make for 
Bradforad’s property and also his expenses for 
witnesses. 

Mr. Morris bought the land of Mr. Bradford in 
the Fall of 1887. This was three years after 
the lines had been marked out and the land 
condemned, and Morris was fully aware of what 
he would have to surrender to thecity. The 
deed from Bradford to Morris expressly stated 
that a strip of the land near the upper bovmdary 
pf the tracts that were sold had been con- 
flemned and would be purctfased by the city. 
At the time of the making of the deed a sepa- 
rate contract was drawn, by which the com- 
mission which Mr. Clapp was to receive became 
part of the purchase money, to be assumed and 

aid by Mr. Morris as soon as the award should 

e made. On Dec. 12, 1888, the report of the 
New Parks Commission was contirmed, and Mr. 
Morris thereupon became entitlea to $9,622 
for nearly ten acres of land that nad been taken 
from his strip. Notice was served on Mr. Clapp, 
as attorney, that quit-ciaim deeds to the city 
would be expected both from Mr. Bradford and 
from Mr. Morris before the award would be 
paid. Mr. Bradford at once executed his deed 
and passed it in. 

Mr. Coddington, attorney for Mr. Morris, 

leaded various excuses for delay on behalf of 

r. Morris until Mr. Clapp became impatient. 
Then one day Mr. Clapp was astounded to find 
at his office a bill of exceptions to the award, 
drawn by Mr. Coddington, which Mr. Codding- 
ton wished Mr. Clanp to sign as counsel.

Principal exception was that the award was

Indeed Mr. Coddington did not have the hardl- 
hooa to appear before the General Term to sus- 
tain bis own bill of exceptions by argument, 
He was not lacking, however, in the hardihood 
to refuse to pay: any further attention to Mr. 
Clapp’s claim, and a few months ago Mr. Ciapp 
oame to the conclusion that his only chance of 
collecting his commission and expenses from 
Mr. Morris: was by suit.

Mr. Clappis inclined to the 
opinion taat Lawyer Coddingto., on behalf of 
Mr. Morris, will seek to reopen the question of 
award at this trial. He is quite certain that, ln 
that case, the vourt will confine Mr. Coddington 
to the immediate issue, As to Mr. Henderson’s 
charge that a real estate dealer has inspired 
any exposures in revenge for fees withheld 
there dues not appear to have been any chance 
for a broker in the transaction. 





WORKING FOk JAY GOULD. 


THE ciTy PAYs $45,000 FOR REMOVING 
OLD POLES. 


The Board of Electrical Control reports prog: 
ress in its hérculean task of removing the 
poles and wires which the telegraph, telephone, 
and electric lighting companies abandoned 
when retreat into the subways could no longer 
be delayed. According to Commissioner Gib- 
bens the full amount of work accomplished is 
represented by 3,000 felled poles and 4,000,000 
to 5,000,000 feet of wire. To those who have not 
followed the subway fight closely it may be in- 
teresting to learn that the poles and wires so re- 
moved are confiscated and sold at auction at the 
Corporation Yards. Good poles sold in this way 
bring 20 cents apiece at the outside, or about 
$500 for the entire 3,000, some of which were 
goodand some almost worthless. The 4,000,- 
000 or 5,000,000 teet of cut and motilated 
wire has not brought at the outside more than 
$1,000, The City Treasury has _ therefere 
profited about $1,500. Based on ftgures ob- 
tained at an earlier stage of the game, from the 
records of the Bureau of Incumbrances of the 
Department of Public Worgs, it has cost the 
city in the vicinity of $45,000 to du the work. 
It requires but a grammar-scnoo) calculation, 
therefore, to make the following deduction: 

Profit to Jay Geuld and others for obstinately 
refusing tocomply with the law ordering them to 
remove all poles and overhead wires, $43,500. 

As soon as Mayor Grant returns from the 
brief vacation he is enjoying. probably to-day 
or to-morrow, ap order will be issued to remove 
all poles and wires on Broadway from the Bat- 
tery to Park-place. As much of the work as 
possibile will ve done in the early morning hours 
and on Sundays, 80 as to interfere with traflic 
as little as possible. None of the electric com- 
panies will suffer by this onsiaught. Every 
wire on this part of Broadway is dead, the sub- 
Ways belng in full operation. 





SCHUYLER CROSBY'S SULT. 


RUSSELL HARRISON IS ACCUSED OF NOT 
KEEPING HIS PROMISES. 


Col. Schuyler Crosby is not satisfied with the 
slow progress which his libel suit against Rus- 
sell B. Harrison, President Harrison’s son, is 
making. On July 29 Mr. Harrison was allowed 
twenty days’ additional time within which to 
putin his answer. Col. Crosby’s counsel there- 
upon secured an order requiring cause to be 
shown why the order giving the additional 
time should not be vacated,and the matter 
Came up yesterday in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, before Judge Ingraham. 

Mr. De Lancey Nicoll for Col Crosby urged 
that Mr. Harrison was not absent in Europe on 
important business, as pretended. He was, on 
the contrary, having a very good time visiting 
the crowned heads and the dignitaries of the 
lands. There was no business about it. Mr. 
Harrison’s counsel, William Sweetzer, declared 
that it was business which kept Mr. Harrison 
in Europe. 

Judge Ingraham wanted to know why the 
answer was not put in, and Mr. Nicoll said that 
Mr. Harrison was not very good at keeping his 
prowises. He had been very bitter against 
Col. Crosby, and had tried to bribe a certain 
man to get up ascandal about him at a social 
club, Mr. Nicoll intimated that Mr. Harrison 
had promised that if this was done a reward in 
the shape of a place in the Government service 
would be forthcoming. 

Judge Ingraham seemed rather doubtful 
about the case. He reflected that the suit had 
been begun in April. and that the answer was 
not yet put in, und said there might be a chance 
of some of the present parties not being alive 
when the case was actually brought to trial, 
But he took the papers.

_HE TALKED ABOUT SALT AND COMMER- 
CIAL UNION WHILE ABROAD. 


Mr. Erastus Wiman, just returned by the 
Servia after a five months’ trip abroad for rec- 
reation, was at his ollice at_ 314 Broadway yes- 
terday afternoon looking as though he had had 
an open-air time of it while away and had 
profited physieally by the change and rest. To 
a TIMES reporter he said thathe had visited the 
Paris Exposition and looked at and greatly aa- 
mired the Eiffel Tower, but confessed that he 
had not given any thought while doing so to 
New-York’s great fair of 1892. Tne reason for 
this was that the movement in favor of the 
New-York Exposition was started while he was 
away.

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THE CHANCES NOW ARE THAT IT WILL 
NOT BE REOPENED. 


. Sheriff Flack’s mysterious combine, which led 
to his wife’s obtaining a divorce from him with- 
out her knowledge, is still ruffling the usually 
undisturbed minds of looal politicians. The 
Sheriff continues at his work just as if nothing 
had ever happened, but he declined to discuss 
his case any more; he even says be thinks enough 
publicity has been given it. Benjamin Wright, 
Mrs. Flack’s lawyer, whom she never saw, and 
who said that, if Mrs. Flack desired, he would 
bring suit for the annullment of her divorce 
without charge, in order to repair the mistake 
which he made throngh friendship, was busy 
yesterday morning hearing a reference, but 


found time enough to say that he had received 
no word from Mrs. Flack as yet and that, so far 
as the othey aspects of the case were concerned, 
they remained as ‘they have been. Justice 
Monell appeared weary when spoken te about 
Mr. and Mrs. Flack, and observed that reatly he 
didn’t care to say anything more about the 
matter. Young Fiack was not expected at his 
place of business during the day. 

There is little chance now that the case will 
ever be brought into the courts or that the 
actual details of the queer proceedings will ever 
be made public. The friends of the Sheriff 
declare that he has. nothing to fear from any 
action by his wife, and such friends of Mrs. 
Flack as could be found say that the feeling 
of resentment at the wrong she has suffered 
at her husband’s ‘hands has been considerably 
modified by the kuowledge that the publicity 
of the divorce has been widespread, an 
though by the decree she is left without ali- 
mony, nevertheless actually she is 1n receipt of 
a@ considerable allowance from the Sheriff, to- 
gether with the income of the property he has 
assigned to her. Mrs. Flack is no longer a 
young woman, her friends add, and it is doubt- 
ful if the excitement of a long and exciting 
trial would not seriously affect her health. 

It is, of course, well known that Mr. Flack 
desires as little additional notoriety as possible, 
and there 18 littie likelihood that he will neglect 
any influence which may be brought to bear 
upon Mrs. Flack to prevent her bringing the 
case into court. It will be impossible to reopen 
the proceedings unless Mrs. Flack voluntarily 
inoves, and that she will not do so is supposed to 
be indicated by her present apparent inactivity. 
The presence of young Flack in the neighbor- 
hood of his mother’s hoine is said, too, to be an 
indication thatthe Sheriff is using his wife’s 
maternal affections to influence her in favor of 
discontinuance of any action which may léad to 
the annullment of the divorce, 





EVEN STEEL AFFECTED. 


CUTLERS FIND REASON TO COMPLAIN 
‘OF THE WEATHER. 


Whatever else may be said of humidity and 
of its disagreeable effects upon that part of the 
human species which finds its rendezvous in 
New-York, it has been found to be particularly 
destruetive to one branch of trade, and that a 
very important one. The manufacturing cut- 
lers of this city are having a hard time of it. 
The damp weather has lasted so long and the 
humidity has penetrated every crevice to such 
a degree that it has cost the tradesmen several 
thousand dollars to keep their polished goods in 
salable condition, 

One manufacturer in Crosby-street informed 
a TIMES reporter yesterday that nearly the 
whole of his stock of penknives, scissors, fine 
chisels, and brad-awls had to be put on wheels 


again and be repolished, and then placed in 
specially-made air-tight cases with packing of 
cotton. 

“The same experience has been had,” he said, 
“by almost every other cutler in the city, and 
the loss has been thousands of dollars. We 
have vever had our stock so affected before, and 
Tam Certain that there must be 4 peculiar qual- 
ity in the atmosphere this season to which pol- 
ished steel is more susceptible than to the ordi- 
nary conditions in this city. The prevailing 
winds have been from the ocean, laden with sea 
salt, which seems to accelerate oxidization. 

“Another and even & more important effect 
of the moisture is the influence it has upon the 
emery and garnet wheels which we use for 
grinding and polishing. They have been con- 
siderably softened, and under the pressure of a 
particularly well-tempered bit of steel, such as 
razors of the best quality, they disintegrate to 
@ marked degree, uring the last fortnight our 
emery wheels in constant use have lost nearly 
an inch of their surface—an extraordinary pro- 
portion of wear, for even in constant use a fine 
emery wheel should not throw off more than an 
eighth of an ineh in the same time. 

“Of course, if this weather continues there 
will have to be special precautions taken to pre- 
vent loss by rusting and wear, and the cost of 
manufacture will be considerably increased, 
making New-York a decidedly unfavorable, if 
not impvussible, place for the working of fine 
steel. I understand, too, that dealers in fine 
brasswork are having the same trouble to keep 
their goods bright, the ordinary varnish dress- 
ing of large pieces being seemingly of no pro- 
tection against the atmosphere, and the surface 
turning biack and decidedly ugiy. Of course 
this cundition of things cannot continue inter- 
minably, but we have already paid as much as 
we desire toward the freshening of the crops 
by the excessive moisture.”

Six Pullman cars and four passenger coaches 
laden witb members of the Brooklyn Chautau- 
qua Assembly left the station of the Erie Rail- 
way in Jersey City yesterday afternoon at 3:20 
o’clock, bound for the beautiful lake whence the 
organization derivesitsname.

* I¢is evident from the communications pour- 
ing into the Mayor's office respecting the ap- 
pointment of the committees to take charge of 
the preparations for a World’s Fair that the 
business men of this city have not yet become 
as practical in this ‘as in their other tasks. As 
arule they are not going. properly to work to 
select the best men among them to represent 
their several trades. General meetings of but 
few of the trades and commercial bodies have 
‘peen held. Coteries have got together ava 
aclected several of their number for commenda- 
tion to the Mayor, and immediately after the 
names of these persons have been printed 
other coveries have sent in protests against the 
selection of any of them as representative of 
their trade or industry. 

Then, also, some nen who make it a profes. 
sion to get themselves advertised, and who have 
ability to make money out of their advertising, 
but ne fitness for the work that will have to be 
done by the committees to be charged with the 
success of the fair, go around,.to business men 
and cajole them out of indorsements, which 
these shrewd self-seekers at once lay before the 
Mayor as genuine expressions of a desire for 
thelr appointment on the committees. May- 
or Grant’s request that the various 
trades select representatives was plain and 
easy to understand. Yet even those bodies 


which may fairly claim to represent an 
industry or a branch of business and which 
have held meetings for the selection of 
representatives, have failed to actin its spirit. 
It meant that each trade or business should be 
represented on the Committee of One Hundred. 
The Real Estate Owners and Builders’ Associa- 
tion now comes forward and asks the Mayur to 
appoint eight of its members, or two onjeach of 
the four sub-committees. It wants to control 
the committee to the extent of one-twelfth. At 
the same time it sends these resolutions to the 
Mayor: 

kesolved, That the attention of your Honor is 
specially called to the fact that many of our moem- 
bers, being builders, possess practical and tech- 
nical knowledge of cons truction, and have been en- 
guged ior many years in improving real estate, and 
will in Consequence bring to the discharge of their 
duties on the committee a knowledge acquired by 
this experience as practical art constructors that 
cannot be obtained im finaneial or commercial cir- 
cles or in professional or mechanical pursuits out- 
side of the building trades and architectural pro- 
tession. We desire to remind your Honor that we 
are the oldest incorporated real estate association 
in New-York, and tuat since our organization we 
have been active in promoting the bestinterests and 
aiding in the development, growth, and progress of 
our city, assisting in framing laws, ordinauces, and 
regulations affecting real estate and improvements, 
knowing the value of unity of purpose and action. 

We hereby pledge your Honor our cordial sup- 
port and our untiring efforts, assured that success 
will crown the work. 

At a meeting of the Hotel Association in the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel on Saturday night its 
President, Mr. E. L. Merrifield, was selected as 
its proper representative on the Committee of 
One Hungred, and this resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That we, the hotel men, pledge our- 
selves, should the World’s Fair of 1892 be held in 
this city, that no advance in rates will be made on 
account of said fair.

Mrs. Seibert charges that her husband has 
softening of the brain and is unable to manage 
his affairs.

‘CARPETWORKERS OUDISSATISFIED AND 
‘ ANXIOUS FOR HIGHER WAGES. 


The carpet manufacturers have again been 
endeavoring to reduce the wages of their work- 
‘ing people, and in several instances they have 
succeeded. John Morrison, the President of the 
United Progressive Carpet Workers’ Associa- 
tion, has just returned from a tour in New- 
England, where the various local unions have 
been reorganized in Boston, Clinton. Lowell, 
Worcester, and Malden, Mass., and Thompson- 
ville, Copn. 
In Boston there was a strike at the Roxbury 
Carpet Milis.to resist a reduction of wages. The 
local Executive Board and John Morrison then 


held a conference with the principals of the 
firm, and an amicable settiement was eflected 
on the basis of the old rates of wages. These 
are $2 50 to $2 75 a day tor the section hands, 
%3 a day for machinists, $9 per week for pick- 
ers, $10 75 per week for setters, $11 to $13 50 
for weavers, and $10 to $11 for drum girls. 
Weavers in the tapestry department get 31g 
cents per yard. They now work fitty-six hours 
crs but after Sept. 1 they will work sixty 
ours, 

In New-York it was reported that the firm of 
Higgins & Co. had recently made a reduction in 
wages of nearly 25 per cent., aud had employed 
aunumber of Italians in place of the old em- 
ployes who refused to work at the reduction. 
‘The wages paid here are as follows: Section 
hands, $2 25 per day; machinists, $2 40 per 
day; weavers, $7 per week; setters, $6 80 per 
week, and drum girls, $8 per week. 

Great dissatisfaction is said to exist among 
both union and non-union hands, and they will 
hold a mass meeting on Saturday evening to 
decide whether they should go out on strike. 
They say that,the carpot industry in New-£ng- 
land is very brisk, and tue mills there are short 
of hands. 


Florence Donovan of the State Board of Medi- 
ation and Arbitration has been trying to effect 
a reconciliation between employers and strik- 


ing employes at Hellman & Sons’ silk and rib- 
bon factory at College Point, at Loth’s siik fac- 
tory at One Hundred and Fiftieth-street and 
Tenth-avenue, in this city, and inthe silk fac- 
tory of Richard Walters in Morrisania. The 
direct cause of the strike in Hellman’s factory 
was the refusal of the tirm to reinstate two dis- 
Charged hands and to discharge the Superin- 
tendent. The men, however, were aggravated 
at areduction of 25 per cent. in wages. The 
reason for the strikes in the other silk factories 
Was @ reduction in wages. The operatives in 
these highly-protected industries succeeded in 
getting an advance earlier in the year, but now 
that the season has become slack employers 
have again made reductions. Commissioner 
Donovan hopes to be able to persuade the Hell- 
inans to submit their case to the arbitration of 
the board. 


Following close upon fhe heels of the report 
made to the Central Labor Federation on Sun- 
day that the cornice and skylight makers were 
to be paid $3 aday until May 1, 1889, came 


strikes of employes in some fifty cornice 
and skylight making firms yesterday. Several 
men said that they had been promised the ad- 
vance of 25 cents a day this week, but thata 
number of employers had broken their prom- 
ises and had refused the advance yesterday. So 
@ strike followed. A number of firms, however, 
agreed to pay the advance, and the men con- 
tinued working. About one hundred and fifty 
were out on strike yesterday, but they expect 
to win easily, as work in their line 1s brisk just 
now. Strikes among cornice and skylight 
makers are periodical. When work is slack em- 
vioyers reduce wages and the men accept the 
reductions quietiy, but when 1t becomes brisk 
the men strike for an advance, and almost in- 
variably get it.

Minnie Brewster is possibly five feet in height

$500 bail tor examination. 





NO LIOENSE FOR THE PLAOF. 

The Brooklyn Excise Commissioners held a 
special session yesterday to listen to the pro- 
tests against granting a license to Thomas 
Foley to opena saloon at 105 Nassau-street, 
and as a result of the peculiarevidence brought 
out refused Foley’s petition. Half adozen wit- 
nesses showed that the place was really owned 


by James McPhillips, who ran it until a few 
weeks ago. They told about the disreputable 
pesple who frequented it and the nuisance 
which the place had become. 

Then Capt. John Eason of the Second Pre- 
cluct settled all chance of alicense. He gave 
the place a hard name, and said that a short 
time ago he received a basket of chumpagne 
and a pair-of slippers from McPhillips.

WOMEN ON THE LIST. 


THE CANDIDATES FOR POSITIONS AS 
CUSTOMS INSPECTRESSES, 


There is no lack ef young women who want 
to become customs inspectresses. In the Oc- 
tober and April examinations over 200 of them 
tried to get on the eligible list, but only filty- 
six of them have succeeded. Getting on the 
eligible list is an easy matter compared with 
getting an appointment to any place in the 
classified service, and the would-be inspect- 
resses have an especially hard time. Once 
appointed, they rarely resign, and vacancies in 
the staff are extremely rare. There were two 
Jast year, but the average is not more than 
one a year, so that almost all of those on the 
eligible list are unlikely to get nearer an ap- 


pointment than they are now. There is a 
Custom House rumor, however, that two or 
three of the inspectresses are going to get out 
of the business and into matrimony, so that 
the average of appointments this year may be 
higher than usual. — 

With the liss of eligibles for places as inspect- 
resses Secretary Babcock of the Board of Ex- 
aminers finishes the work of preparing the lists 
for publication under the new ruling of the 
Commissioners. The total on all the lists is 
606, and the probability is that not 60 of these 
will be appointed. These 606 were culled out 
of about 1,400 who went Into the two examina- 
tions.

CABLED 10 HIS FATHER.

SALVATORE LEVY CANNOT PAY RIS 
BOARD AND IS ARRESTED. 


Marie Heink, who keeps a boarding house at 
35 East Ninth-street, had Salvatore Levy, a 
very smart and scrupuously-neat little man, ar- 
rested yesterday for obtaining credit under 
false pretenses. She told Justice Ford that 
Levy and his wife came to board with her more 
than a month ago. He neverhad any money, 
and she refrained from putting them out of the 
house on bis representing that he was the son 
ofa Paris banker and was expecting remit- 
tances. He gave her what appeared to bea 
letter, vouching for his ability to pay his debts, 

from a French banker in this city, but she 


found out thatit was written by one of his 
trivods, and that the banker did not know nim. 
By similar representations, it was alleged that 
Levy had defrauded a Broadway hotel Keeper. 
The defendant, who wept constantly, said 
that he was a Greek Jew, but was born in Alex- 
andria, His father is Elie Levy of 53 Avenue 
Wagram, Paris, wuo has an exchange office at 
the Bourse. A year ago Salvatore married Ce- 
lina Gauthier, a beautiful young Bordelaiss, of 
ood family. It was a love match, but sheisa 
rotestant and trouble came through the taunts 
of relatives on either side. Finally Salvatore’s 
father decided on sending him to America to 
choose a business and promised to establish his 
credit and support him. At first he was to re- 
receive 300%. a week as an allowance. Salvatore 
produced a letter from his sister-in-law in court 
which appeared to substantiate tnis statement. 
The allowance was to come through Lazard 
fréres, but either miscarried or was not sent. 
The letter which Mrs. Heink claimed was 
forged was written by a friend who, without 
his (Salvatore’s) knowledge signed the name of 
a French banker toit. Levy claimed to be able 
to prove his good faith and respectability and 
said that Edouard Eiffel, son of the builder 
of the famous tower, who is traveling 
in America, was bis friend. Justice Ford 
decided to commit the prisoner, who sent a 
cable message to his father telling of his arrast 
and asking him to save his credit. Mrs. Heink 
said she was not vindictive andthat she would 
care for Mme. Levy. 





A LAW SCHOUL FOR WOMEN. 


DR. EMILY KEMPIN’S PLAN TO FOUND 
SUCH AN INSTITUTION. 


On Oct. 1 there will be opened in this city a 
law school exclusively for women, in which the 
students will have an opportunity to pursue 4 
course of study which will enable them to profit 
by the amendment to the Code of Civil Pro- 
cedure passed by the Legistature of 1886, under 
which women can gain admission to the bar 
under the same conditions as men. The pro- 
moter of the planis Dr. Emily Kempin, LL. D., 
a graduate of the University of Ziirich, Switzer- 
land, and the author of several legal works. 


Dr. Kempin has been in this country for a year 
or two, and has gained a considerable reputa- 
tion as an advocate of woman suffrage. She 
says she has the support of many prominent 
members of the New-York bar... 

Her plan is to incorporate “Dr. Emily Kem- 
pin’s Law School” under the laws of the State 
and establish it on a basis that will make its 
degrees a8 valuable as a means of gaining ad- 
mission to the bar as are the sheepskins of any 
law school. Dr. Kempin does not expect, at 
least for a few years, that her schoo! will flood 
the city with Bachelors of Laws. She dvesa not 
believe that the Dumber of women who wish to 
study law as u profession is very great. Such 
as do 80 Gesire will be put through a thorough 
course, the system being that of the European 
universities. 

Dr. Kempin’s main idea, however, is a 
broader one. By exhaustive courses of lectures 
she desires to furnish women who make their 
own living with such a necessary Kuowledge of 
law as shall fit them to hold positions of respon- 
sibility and trust, and to qualify women for the 
management of their own affairs and the super- 
vision of their agents. The lectures will be de- 
livered by jurisia who have made a specialty of 
the or under consideration. Dr. Kempin 
is to calla meeting of those she has interestea 
in her work for Sept. 1, when definite plans of 
organization will be agreed upon.

A RARE DISHASHE. 


WILLIAM KOCH KILLED BY A FUNGOUS 
GROWTH ON THE LIVER. 


In the death of William Kooh, the machinist 
who died Friday at his residence, 455 First- 
avenue, from a disease whose rarity is well 
known, some interest has been aroused among 
members of the medical profession. The disease 
was brought on and due to the growth iu the 
liver, in the present instance, of a fungous or 
germ termed actinomycis, a fine, high-colored, 
sandlike substance which grows with astonish- 
ing rapidity, developing millions of the germa 
inashort time. The disease is extremely rare 
and is peculiar to cattle and swine. 

Koch began to complain of soreness over the 
right region of the liver last February,*and Dr. 
F. G. Kneer of 236 West Fifty-first-street, with 
Dr. Conrad of Sixty-first-street, made opera- 
tions, together with Prof. F. Lange of Lexing- 
ton-avenue, near Fifty-seventh-street, which re- 
vealed very pecuilar sandlike peliets in the 
pus drained from the wound. ‘These were re- 
vealed by the microscope to be true actinomy- 
ces, and consisted of round, fine, threadlike 
fibres, bulbed at the ends, and radiating from @ 
common centre. Several operations were per- 
formed, and the dominating symptom which 
the patient showed was that of an unusually 
and continuous high temperature. ‘ne fungi 
were at once recognized, aud applications of 
boracic acid and afterward a one to two thou- 
sand solution of bichloride of mercury was 
used, with a view of destroying the fungi. The 
latter seemed to have the effect of bringing the 
temperature down considerably. But pysmia 
pe pneumonia followed, and the patient 

ied. 

Dr. Kneer made an autopsy yesterday, and 
the ravages of the fungi were astonishing. The 
fungi appeared to have first attacke’ the large 
intestine, then to have worked through the gall 
duct into the liver, and so strongly did they 
work on this organ that its whole left lobe was 
gangrened and studded wiih the myriads of the 
fungi. The liver was abnormally enlarged to 
nine and one-half pounds. Dr. Kneer seemed 
to think that the dead man had swallowed the 
fungi while eating. 





WREOKS SIGHTED AT SEA. 


A STEAMSHIP RUNS ACROSS TWO IN ITS 
TRIP FROM THE WEST INDIES. 


Capt. Low of the steamship Athos, which 
arrived from the West Indies yesterday, report- 
ed thaton Sunday evening at about 7 o’clock 
he sighted an American schooner-rigged steam- 
shipin an apparently disabled condition. No 
signals were exchanged, although the weather 
was fine, and would have made it, possible for 
the Athos to tow the steamer to port had there 
been any need of it. Capt. Low argues from 
this that it was only a slight trouble with ma- 
chinery that delayed the vessel, Her position 
was such that Five Fathom Bank Lightship 


bors by compass northeast one-quarter north 
forty-nine miles. 

What the disabled vessel was Capt. Low did 
not Make out. She was black and had ws black 
funnel, and in appearance looked much like the 
Niagara or Newport. Tne latter vessel is now 
in port, while the Niagara is on her way here 
from Havana, though hardly yet as far north as 
the position in which the vessel was which was 
seen by Capt. Low. For four hours the disabled 
steamer was in sight, most of the time hove to. 

The Athos also passed near enough to San 
Salvador or Watling’s Island, in the Bahamas, 
on last Wednesday afternoon to seethe stranded 
steamer before reported by the schoouer Rosa 
Muller. Capt. Low at first sight thought that 
the stranded steamer was an Atlas Line boat 
and ran toward her under that impression. He 
soon discovered his mistake, however. The 
steamer seemed to be entirely deserted, and 
Was much exposed to the sea, being hard and 
fast on a reef known as the Hunch-in-Back 
Rocks, at the southern end of the island. She
